HOT HOUSE TOMATOES SWEET POTATOES 

SOUTHERN TOMATOES 
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ORGANIZED LABOR 


At the last meeting of the Unitarian 
Club at which the subject of Organized 
Labor was discussed Mr. Martin Hig- 

f ins, ex-President of the International 
'rioting Pressmen and Assistants’ Un¬ 
ion spoke as follows:— 

When I accepted the invitation of Mr. 
Ellis to speak upon the relation of the 
trade organizations with employers, l 
told him if lie succeeded in having my 
friend, Mr. Tobin of the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ Union, come t would do my 
level best to aid Mr. Tobin in making 
the question clear to you. You have 
heard Mr. Tobin, and 1 will do iny best 
to illustrate if 1 can a broader explana¬ 
tion of what constitutes, or what should 
constitute the closest relations between 
the employers and the Trade Unions. 

Your President, in introducing me, 
stated that 1 was ex-President of the 
International Printing Pressmen and As¬ 
sistants' L T nion. One if the reasons why 
1 am the ex-President of the Internat¬ 
ional Printing Pressmen ami Assistants’ 
Union is this, that l advocated a policy 
so broad and so practical in bringing re¬ 
sults between employer and employe 
from a Trade Union standpoint, that the 
radicals thought, from the long time of 
peace, that we had existing between the 
organization of which Mr. Ellis was 
President, (that is the United Typothc- 
tac of America) and the International 
Printing Pressmen and Assistants’ Un¬ 
ion of Xorth America, that vve were 
growing weaker: that a war was neces¬ 
sary in order to demonstrate that some¬ 
thing was being clone. 1. representing a 
peace policy that had created the best 
conditions and the most progressive ad¬ 
vancement that had been made in the 
history of my craft previous to the time 
that I became President of it. they felt 
that we were going backward because 
we did not have a row with the employ¬ 
ers, to demonstrate that we were a live 
institution; consequently a man of peace 
would be best out of the position as ex¬ 
ecutive head of the organization, and a 
man of war placed in that position. They 
had their way. And one of the reasons 
that Mr. Ellis is not here with us to¬ 
night is that he is out in Cincinnati in 
the federal courts of this country trying 
out an injunction upon the war presi¬ 
dent who succeeded me as President of 
the International organization. (Ap¬ 
plause.) We grow wise by the mistakes 
we make. I am hopeful that my organ¬ 
ization will improve much more rapidly 
after they have found out the mistake 
thev have permitted in declaring war. 

The Trade Unions as vve understand 
them, and know them today, are a far 
different institution from what they were 
thirty or forty years ago. The ancient 
guilds in the older countries were of a 
nature, where, the work being largely of 
a hand product, the workmen came much 
in contact with those who represented 
what was then known and is now 
known as the better class of the com¬ 
munity. At the close of the eighteenth 
and the beginning of the nineteenth cen¬ 
turies the factory system began to man¬ 
ifest itself in hngland; and a perma¬ 
nent weekly wage was established. That 
is the beginning from which the Trade 
Union as it exists today grew. Men got 
together by being housed together un¬ 
der the factory system: and they cogi¬ 
tated; and they observed: and they con¬ 
cluded whereby they could devise ways 
and means to get a little more money, 
and a little shorter working day. Up to 
the advent of the factory svstem and 
rlown to about the year 1825, in Eng¬ 
land the men who were interested in 
agitating relating iarhor organizations, 
were dealt with as men engaged in con¬ 
spiracies. It was criminal up to the year 
1825 in England for men to band to¬ 
gether in labor organizations, to stir up 
strife. But that which is militated against 
and receives opposition from certain 
sections and a certain element in a com¬ 
munity is sure to thrive if it has rea¬ 
son to thrive or if it has a foundation 
on which reason can securely rest. So 
we find that in the birth of Trade Un¬ 
ions or labor organizations in the ear¬ 
lier part of the nineteenth century, came 
the thought and education of men who 
were interested in ecnomic science ami 
in what is now called the sociological 
question. And with men like Herbert 
Spencer who were attracted by the cry 
of the Trade Unions, they, as men of 
letters were able to attract the attention 
of. you might say, the middle and up¬ 
per classes in England. Through their 
efforts there was started in about the 
year 1818 an effort to reduce the work¬ 
ing day in the factory, which was all 
the way from twelve to fifteen hours, to 
a ten hour day. By persistent agitation 
and through the efforts of such men as 
Herbert Spencer and other men of his 
kind at that time, the ten hour day was 
enacted on the Statute Books of Great 
Britain in 1847. 

In the United States. Trade Unions 
did not amount to much until about 
1840, when I believe New York was the 
first city on the American continent that 
had a population of 500,000. About the 
year 1800 or a short while before it. I 
believe in Boston was the first real 
Trade Union, a Trade Union of the 
caulkers, and shipwrights, of which 
Samuel Adams was a president. The 
caucus was named from the meetings 
held by the Caulker's Club as the Trade 
Union at that lime. These unions are 
about the first organizations in Amer¬ 
ica; they were principally local and con¬ 
fined to the city entirely. In the latter 
organization we had such men as Thur- 
low Weed, who was editor of the Al¬ 
bany Argus, a very active man and one 
of Its members for a long number of 
years. Horace Greeley was likewise a 
member of the local organization, which 
in 1850 became the Internationa! Typo¬ 
graphical Union. Trade Unions of Am¬ 
erica between the years 1H25 and 1840 
were beginning to thrive somewhat, 
altho they met with tremendous oppo¬ 
sition on the part of the employers. In 
the City of Boston about 1834 they had 
reached a certain amount of strength, so 
that the employers of the Citv of Bos¬ 
ton raised a purse of some $2<U)0t) or 
$25,000 with which to crush them. I am 
a trifle conscious and a little might 
pleased to sav that one of the first men, 
and one of the ablest men. who came to 
the aid of the Trade Unions during that 
period, in helping the public understand 
them, because the press at that time was 
more hostile than it is now toward 
Trade Unions (they are a verv hostile 
institution ju*t now), but at that time 
thev were hostile indeed, and I sa> 
with a great deal of satisfaction before 
this audience of Unitarian people, that 
the first man of ability as a scholarly 
man. as a religious man, who arose to 
speak for Trade Unions of that period 


was William Ellery Channing, aided by 
Robert Randall, It was a broad, im¬ 
pressive and comprehensive manner in 
which they explained the intent of the 
Trade Union, in trying to aid, solve and 
make better the working conditions of 
those who were employed in the factory, 
the work shop and other fields of indus¬ 
trial enterprise. It was through their 
efforts that the Trade Unions first be¬ 
gun to be thoroughly understood here 
in the United States’of America. From 
that period up to the Civil War they 
grew slowly. The Civil War upset not 
only the calculations of man in Ameri¬ 
can endeavor and enterprise, hut chang¬ 
ed possibly the destiny of this country 
to n large extent, and in that change 
changed it for the best. But since the 
Civil War the Trade Unions have be¬ 
gun again to go along that line of util¬ 
itarian effort that has brought them up 
to the important factor that they are 
today. Previous to ahout 1869. as I have 
said in reference to the understanding 
of the Trade Unions here in America 
between '30 and ’40 they were cried 
down by the employers, who tried in 
every way to put them out of existence. 
About 1869 what was known as the 
Knights of Labor gave birth here in the 
United States to an effort to have the 
workers brought in under a plan of or¬ 
ganization that would bring within the 
confines of that organization the closest 
relation between employer and employe, 
in order to avoid these strikes that had 
occurred and had made the Trade Un¬ 
ions a much detested and a much feared 
institution by the employers. For about 
four or five years the efforts of the 
Knights of Labor in that direction 
brought the realization among employ¬ 
ees as to what might be done in netting 
in closer touch with the Trade Unions, 
or labor organizations than bad existed 
between them before. Rut through the 
bickerings within the organization it¬ 
self it receded and went backward: but 
was re-organized in about 1872. During 
that period the great Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad strike, in which so ninny 
millions of money and so many lives 
were lost had an effect upon the labor 
organizations of the country; and thev 
grew rather slowly until about 1881. 
when the organization known as the 
American Federation of Labor came to 
life in the City of Pittsburg. The idea 
of the American Federation of Labor 
was to organize the various crafts into 
bodies of themselves: the shoe makers 
to be kept hv themselves; the printers 
by themselves; the blacksmiths by them¬ 
selves; and each trade kept in one body 
by itself with a national organization 
patterned after the American Republic. 
That is, of a national government, a 
state government, and a municipal gov¬ 
ernment. federating the bodies under 
the control of a national head. Along 
those lines for twenty-five years the la¬ 
bor organizations have been gradually 
working. The experience of the earlier 
years, prior to 1872, and I might say up 
to 1887, had demonstrated that strikes 
were inimical to the best interests of 
the employer. There were none who 
recognized it more quickly than the men 
who were organized into "Trade Unions, 
those who give attention and thought 
as to what the real effort and intent of 
the Trade Unions should be. So they 
began, strange to say, to agitate that it 
was far better to have the employers 
organize themselves into bodies in order 
to meet the organizations of labor in 
discussing any question that arose. In 
an operation of that plan it was dis¬ 
covered that peace could be made and 
it was possible to live in harmony with 
each other in trying to solve the ques¬ 
tions arising between them, Out of this 
grew what is known as trade agreement, 
with its arbitration clauses, with its 
plan of operation whereby some means 
can be arrived at. and whereby the dif¬ 
ficulty can be settled without a strike. 

In my craft we have an agreement 
with the American Newspaper Publish¬ 
ers’ Association which calls for the 
president of both associations to act as 
attorneys for each other’s organization 
in settling any dispute, if it cannot be 
settled locally by any of the local un¬ 
ions and employer in any locality where 
those contracts exist. If they are unable 
to agree they then select a third man. 
whose decision is final; and they agree 
to abide by it no matter which gets the 
short end of the bargain. For six years 
that sort of an agreement existed be¬ 
tween the International Typographical 
L T nion and the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association. That agreement 
still exists between the organization of 
which l am a member and the American 
Newspaper Publishers' Association; but 
the Typographical Union have evolved 
another kind of a contract. They take 
three men from the American News¬ 
paper Publishers' Union, have three 
men known as the Standing Committee 
and the International Typotlietae have 
three men as Executive Committee. 
When any question arises and they are 
unable to agree, these six men take the 
subject up and hear evidence, as would 
be heard before a court of equity, and 
it requires a majority vote of those six 
men to decide the question. They are 
three and three; and out of thirty-two 
cases that have arisen in a period of 
about thirteen months, each one has 
been settled by the employers’ represen¬ 
tative voting with the Union’s represen¬ 
tative; or the Union’s representative 
voting with the Employers' representa¬ 
tive. That has been a magnificent effort 
toward bringing a closer relationship 
between the Unions and the Employer, 
and it is working very harmoniously. 
The president of the American News¬ 
paper Publishers’ Association in reading 
a paper before the Civic Federation oh 
Labor in Chicago last month said "Our 
organization has the old contract by 
which we select tile third man. While we 
have missed several decisions we have 
likewise gained a goodly number. So 
satisfied was the organization of which 
I was president and the American News¬ 
paper Publishers' Association with that 
contract that they both agreed that they 
would not disturb it. 

There is a question which is agitating 
the minds of the public. It is a question 
which in its entirety and in its logical 
entity is not fully understood. It is that 
of the closed shop and the open shop. 
The question of the open shop or the 
closed shop is one that is occupying a 
large space in the minds of employer* 
as well as those who constitute the em¬ 
ployers association. The employers to a 
large extent ask for the open shop; and 
they insist on the open shop; while the 
employes insist on what is known as Un¬ 
closed simp. The open simp is no more 
perfect than is the closed simp; but if 
both the employers association and the 
Union in their closer relationship to 
each other, in trying to solve what is the 
ideal slmp.fi will he eventually bmught 
down to tne^very question that both 


ganizations recognize one another in the 
good wbrk they are trying to do in mak¬ 
ing (he workers all the better and the 
manufacturer or employers all the more 
stable and more sensible, that they will 
advise the kind of shop that will be mu¬ 
tually agreeable to the employe and 
employer; where a day's work will he 
brought within a certain number of 
hours, through (he cooperation of both; 
and h day's wage will be set ami an ef¬ 
fort to serve one another faithfully will 
make the question of the open or closed 
shop of secondary consideration. 

Now the Trade Union, was born of 
necessity: it was born likewise to a large 
extent of selfishness. 

They are a proper institution if prop¬ 
erly regulated. They are a just institu¬ 
tion when properly regulated and prop¬ 
erly understood; and they are just as 
essential to the welfare of manhood, of 
womanhood and of childhood as is any 
institution on the face of this mundane 
sphere. They have a work to fulfill and 
all institutions born of human nature 
are not perfect. They are to be made 
perfect. Take the highest sense that hu¬ 
manity can get together to aid in mak¬ 
ing them perfect. Organizations of em¬ 
ployers are essential in order to make 
organizations of labor a success. Each 
grows strong in the position that they 
are called upon to fill in the social and 
industrial strife in which we are en¬ 
gaged. and makes it possible for each to 
understand the nature of the other. 
When they are well regulated and gov¬ 
erned by equity and good sense within 
the confines of their own organization. 
There is every reason to believe that 
they can come together and sit around 
a table of which there are no sides, hut 
simply a round- table and sit down and 
thrash out those questions that natur¬ 
ally arise, in a community wherein in¬ 
dustrial strife is under the wage sys¬ 
tem the method by which our civiliza¬ 
tion- is working out its progress tow¬ 
ards humanity. It is a noble work for 
the labor organization if those who have 
taken hold of the labor organizations 
today would find men at their head with 
rugged force and with character, with 
equity in- their hearts, with the hope of 
better conditions of the men who work 
at the craft of which they are a part. 

We find in our organizations of em¬ 
ployers a spirit of the same kind. But 
between us both we find in the organiza¬ 
tions of each the radical men who would 
rather destroy for the simple reason of 
destroying to gratify themselves. In that 
future understanding of one another 
comes the possibility of a closer relation 
between the trade organization and the 
employer. There is to me no more nobler 
aspect than to see humanity in its shirt 
sleeves. This is a hard working world. 
It is a serious, earnest working world; 
and those of us who labor, should try 
and make it the greatest joy of our life 
to find satisfaction in the work in which 
we earn our living, our daily bread. I 
am one of those who do not believe in 
the ennobling influence, of continuous 
physical work. It is ennobling to labor 
for some great object in life, some great 
independence in life: it is ennobling to 
engage in a work that brings a great 
deal of satisfaction to the soul's but it 
is not ennobling to be continuously 
working, working whereby to earn a 
sustenance that is not ennobling at all. 
It is better to have work so regulated 
that we find a satisfaction in doing it, in 
learning bow to live while at that work, 
than to be continuously working for the 
privilege of living. Work was made for 
man, but man was not made for work 
alone. It was intended that into It is life 
should come as much opportunity for 
play as for work. The Trade Unions are 
doing their level best to bring those who 
are born to work in the work shop, the 
factory and the mine, to have them 
learn how to live while earning a living; 
that they may hand to those who come 
after them a far better opportunity of 
earning a living, and live while they are 
earning it.

Street Railway Notes 

Middlesex County juries are taking 
the lend in insisting on fair dealing by 
claimants upon corporations. Nowhere 
more than there can an honest case 
honestly presented receive more careful 
consideration, hut the so-called "fake" 
or “exaggerated" claim is at once con¬ 
demned and defeated. The result is that 
persons who have been injured and the 
attorneys representing them arc not 
bringing suits unless the claim is a 
bona fide one, and it can be readily seen 
that this is a great benefit not only to 
the corporation but to the honest claim¬ 
ant who will be. able to get a settlement 
it a reasonable figure. Few people real¬ 
ize lo what extent the accident business 
has developed and especially in con¬ 
nection with the street railways. It has 
been said on good authority that five 
percent of the gross receipts of a street 
railway company must be set aside to 
pay for accidents. The Newton Street 
Ry. Co. and allied companies arc going 
at this proposition in the right way 
when they adopted a policy to settle at 
a reasonable figure all cases in which 
they arc liable and to fight to the end 
the so-called “fake" or ‘'exaggerated" 
claims. During the last term of court 
these companies have tried twelve cases, 
in which the amounts sued for aggregat¬ 
ed $150,000 and won all but one case, 
and in that a disagreement of the jury 
was recorded. 

President James L. Richards of the 
Newton Street Railway company enter¬ 
tained the selectmen of Lexington. Bed¬ 
ford. Billerica and Arlington and rep¬ 
resentatives from Waltham at dinner at 
the Newton dub last Friday evening 
for the purpose of discussing the criti¬ 
cal situation of the Lexington and Bos¬ 
ton street railway company. 

It has been the apparent desire of a 
number of patrons of the Street Rail¬ 
way in Newton Centre and Newton Up¬ 
per Falls that some service enabling 
them to go to and from the Centre and 
the Upper Falls district be put in oper¬ 
ation. 

During the time of the operation of 
the cars between Lake St., and Need¬ 
ham via Center St. Boylston St. etc., 
there were apparently a number of peo¬ 
ple riding locally between the Centre 
and Upper Falls, who were particularly 
well accommodated by this service. 

Since the re-routing of the cars to 
Watertown from Needham it has been ! 
extremely inconvenient for these same 
patrons to go from the Centre to Upper 
Falls and vice versa. 

As a direct result of this apparent de¬ 
mand, and also as a result of the change 
in time of the opening and closing hours 
of the schools in Newton Centre, the 
Newton St. Ry. will on Monday, Jan¬ 
uary 6th, change the schedule of the 
Lake Strect--S r cwton Highlands line 
running via Commonwealth Avenue and 
Centre St., so that the cars will leave 
the corner of Boylston and Centre Sts. 
cm the hour and half hour, leaving Lake 
St. at 15 and 45 minutes past the hour. 

This schedule will result in the car 
from Lake St., arriving at the corner of 
Centre and Walnut Sts. at about 28 and 
58 minutes past the hour, so that passen¬ 
gers may leave the car at this point, 
walk across the Boston & Albany bridge 
at Walnut St. and board the Needham 
bound car at Newton Highlands Square 
at 7 and 37 minutes past the hour, there¬ 
by making very good connections. 

The car from Needham will arrive at 
Newton Highlands Square at approxi¬ 
mately 26 and 56 minutes past the hour 
enabling passengers desiring to go to 
Newton Centre to leave the car at this 
point, walk across the Boston & Albany 
bridge at Walnut St., and board Lake 
St. bound car at the corner of Centre 
and Walnut Streets at approximately 2 
and 32 minutes past the hour, making 
thereby very good connections. 

It is umiersoood that the Newton 
Street Railway and Newton & Boston 
Street Railway will exchange transfers 
at this point, thereby enabling passen¬ 
gers to ride via this route with this short 
walk from Newton Centre or Lake St., 
to Newton Upper Falls or vice versa for 
one fare. 

It is gratifying to note the cordial and 
hearty spirit shown on the part of the 
railway officials in their effort to meet 
tlic suggestions made by the patrons de¬ 
siring this particular service. 

' It was only a few days ago that a pe¬ 
tition for improved service along this 
route was submitted to President James 
L. Richards, and the matter was given 
immediate attention with the above re¬ 
sult. 

Such co-operation between the officials 
of a Public. Service Corporation and the 
citizens of the communities served is of 
mutual benefit to both parties, and ought 
to result in closer and much more 
pleasant relations between the Railway 
Company ami its patrons.

The Social Science Club held its 
monthl- business meeting at the Hunnc- 
wcll Club on Wednesday morning.

Milk Conditions 

The Newton Medical Club is an or¬ 
ganization numbering some twenty-five 
physicians practising in this ■ locality. 
This club has devoted several of its 
meetings to a consideration of the milk 
supply of Newton. 

And offers to the citizens of Newton 
the following as its conclusions: 

1. It believes: that a large part of 
the great mortality in infants and young 
children is caused by bad milk. That for 
use by invalids, clean milk is greatly to 
be desired. That it is important that 
those who arc well should use only milk 
free from dirt and disease germs. 

2. That, therefore, all consumers of 
milk should have an active and intelli¬ 
gent interest in the subject. 

3. That tliis interest should lead con¬ 
sumers to demand milk from healthy 
and clean cows; milked in clean stables 
or better in a specially arranged milking ! 
room, by clean milkers, into absolutely ; 
clean (sterilized) receptacles, and there- 1 
after kept until used at a temperature 
of not above 50 degrees Farcnheit. 

4. That the responsibility of the us¬ 
ers of milk in keeping it in a clean, cold 
place, and of using it as soon as possi¬ 
ble, is almost equal to the responsibility 
of the producers of the milk. 

5. That when for any reason ordin¬ 
ary milk must be kept for some time it 
is safer to pasteurize it, while it is fresh 
(i. e. heat for 20 minutes to a tempera¬ 
ture of 165 to 167 degrees Farenhcit.). 

6. That wc arc glad to report to the 
public that the Board of Health has 
shown commendable activity in the in¬ 
spection and regulation of dairies, but 
unfortunately is handicapped by having 
no authority over the Inspection of milk. 

7. That wc believe that the health 
hoard should have charge of the. inspec¬ 
tion of milk as well as of the inspection 
of dairies. 

A number of cities of the common¬ 
wealth have by special act of the legis¬ 
lature made their inspectors of milk 
subject to the authority of the local 
Board of Health. Tn our opinion a gen¬ 
eral act of the legislature making this 
change operative throughout the State, 
is desirable.

Coiby House Ransacked 

A peculiar break in the old Colby 
mansion at 855 Center street, corner of 
Mill street, Newton Centre, was dis¬ 
covered by the caretaker of the property 
Tuesday afternoon. Sometime between 
Monday afternoon or Tuesday the large 
dwelling was entered and the rooms of 
the second and third floors thoroughly 
ransacked. So far as was revealed by a 
close examination of the house nothing 
of value was stolen. 

Drawers had been pulled out and their 
contents strewn about the floors. Chests 
ami closets had also been emptied of 
their contents in a similar manner. 

The police found that entrance was 
gained by forcing a window opening on 
the rear of the second story. A ladder 
had been taken from back of the stable 
and placed against the window sill, the 
marks of the ladder being plainly seen. 

The police believe that the thieves 
were in search of some particular arti¬ 
cle, for there were furs and other articles 
of value dumped on the floors after be¬ 
ing 'taken from their boxes and chests. 
There was no silverware in the dwelling 
this'having been stored before the fam¬ 
ily left about a year ago. The police do 
not believe the break was the work of 
boys,'as many articles which would have 
doubtless been carried off by youths 
were left. Inspector Fletcher was de¬ 
tailed on the case, but there are as yet 
few clews. It is expected that some light 
■may he thrown on the motive of the 
thieves upon the arrival home of Mrs. 
Colby.

Be less modest 
about the philanthropic work and give 
others the benefit of it. for it is through 
exchange of ideas that progress is 
made. And may progress toward noble 
ideals be the watchword for th.c year 
that lies before us! 


The Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
celebrated its twentieth anniversary on 
Thursday afternoon, Dec. 26. Upon the 
platform were seated with the president, 
Mrs. F. F. Anderson, all of the charter 
members who were able to be present. 
After a few words of greeting by the 
president a piano solo was rendered by 
Mrs. L. Goring Brooks. Following this 
Mrs. Webber read an extract from the 
“Mirror” telling of the formation of the 
club. Mrs. J. II. Thomas, the second 
president, gave reminiscences of the 
early days. It seems that the club had 
its origin in a committee of ladies who 
had held a Soldiers' Fair for the benefit 
of the Charles Ward Post. After the 
fair had come to a most successful end 
they felt that it would be a pity to dis¬ 
band entirely, so they organized as the 
Ladies' Union and held bi-monthly 
meetings. After a year or so they decid¬ 
ed to increase their membership, which 
had been twenty-five, to hold monthly 
meetings and changed the name to the 
Newton Centre Woman's Club. This 
step gave new impetus to the organiza¬ 
tion and it has been growing steadily 
ever since. At later dates they held other 
fairs and have given money to many 
worthy objects. 

The next speaker was Mrs. Alvnh 
Hovey. who was president from 1894 to 
1900. Mrs. Ilovcy emphasized particu¬ 
larly the fact that in her estimation the 
neighborliness of the whole village had 
been due to the neighhorliuess and sis- 
tcrlincss of the club. A group of songs 
was then rendered by Mrs. Marie Kaula 
Slone. Mrs. S. A. Sylvester, another 
former president, spoke of the Philan¬ 
thropies of the Club. These have includ¬ 
ed besides the money originally secured 
by the Soldiers’ Fair, money for a chil¬ 
dren's playground, gifts to the Newton 
Associated Charities, a drinking foun¬ 
tain for the playground, girts of money 
to the Mothers' Rest and the Newton 
Hospital, while the club carried oil for 
several \ ears a vacation school which 
has this year been taken over by the city. 

Mrs. A. L. Harwood in speaking of 
the Financial History of the Club stated 
that the club has contributed over 
$10,000 in philanthropies, has paid 
$2500 for hall rent and over $400 for 
dues in the various Federations. Let¬ 
ters of congratulation were read from 
several^ absent members and one from 
Mrs. Elizabeth Stuart Phelps Ward, 
who is an honorary member. Miss Mar¬ 
guerite Fellows read original verses 
written for the occasion entitled “A bal¬ 
lad of the Thursday Mornings”. A vio¬ 
lin solo by Miss Elizabeth Loring, a 
daughter of one of the members, com¬ 
pleted a most interesting program. The 
club voted to give as an anniversary of¬ 
fering $200 from its emergency fund for 
furnishings in the new Maternity Ward 
of the Newton Hospital. At the close of 
the meeting light refreshments were 
served under the direction of the So¬ 
cial committee, Mrs. F. N. Nathan, 
chairman. The afternoon's program was 
in charge of Mrs. E. B. Bowen, Mrs. 
W. W. Webber and Mrs. B. E. Taylor. 
The hall was tastefully decorated with 
Christmas greens and an oil portrait of 
the late Mrs. R. R. Bishop, the first 
president of the club, stood upon an 
easel at the side of the platform, With 
this was shown a photograph of Mrs. 
C.rout one of the prominent organizers 
of the club.

Hunnewell Club 

The concert by the Boston Philhar¬ 
monic Orchestral Club at the Hunnewell 
Club last week Thursday was unusually 
successful.

Miss Helen Fiskc Wcstgate made her 
first appearance in Newton and sang for 
her first number the favorite Arditi 
waltz song, “111 Bacio” with orchestral 
accompaniment. This was well given 
and the accompaniment was played in 
excellent style, giving the right amount 
of support to the soloist. For an encore 
number Miss Wcstgate sang Ncvin's 
“Mv Lady Chloc.” 

The Egyptian Ballet by Luigini, an 
orchestral number in four movements, 
was well received. Savoring as it did, of 
things Egyptian. Especially good was 
the last movement, programmed as “An¬ 
dante Esspresivo.*’ 

William E. Dodge, the violinist, was 
heard for the first time since his suc¬ 
cessful season with the Philadelphia 
Symphony Orchestra.

Miss Wcstgate’s group of songs seem¬ 
ed to hit the taste of all in the audience 
for they insisted upon recalling her. Es¬ 
pecially good was her singing of Mrs. 
Beach’s “The Year’s at the Spring”. Her 
encore number was even more a success. 
It was “The Little Dutch Garden” by 
Loomis, charmingly sung. 

The last number on the program, 
"Pomp ami Circumstance” a military 
march by Sir Edward Elgar was perhaps 
the host of the concert. It was given with 
a feeling of life and enthusiasm that 
could not be overlooked. Take it with its 
p'auo accompaniment, and it was a splen I 
did piece of orchestral playing. The mu- ; 
sic spoke in its own clear way of beauty 
of matter and manner, of substance and 
form and commanded response by its 
own joyous intensity. In fact summing 
up the whole program—it can be called 
a great artistic success. The conductor, 
Mr. A. H. Handley, introduced his aud¬ 
ience to classic and beautiful music. He 
found the underlying melodies, caught 
their individual and expressive quality, 
and set his orchestra to his singing of 
them in its own warmth of tone, round¬ 
ness of phrase and euphony of balanced 
chords. Pace, rythm, shadings, all gave 
the magnificent selections a new bright¬ 
ness. At all events, the concensus of 
opinion of all present was that "it was 
an awfully good concert.”

Rev. F. S. Hatch 

Wo reprint by request the following 
article from the Boston Transcript of 
Dec. 26tli. 

Rev. Franklin S. Hatch. Congregation¬ 
al clergyman and missionary, died on j 
Wednesday at his home, 11 Verndale 
street, Brookline, at the age of sixtv 
years. Born in Chelsea, Vt., Mr. Hatch 1 
was graduated at Amherst College in 1 
1873, and three years later from the 
Hartford Theological Seminary. He 
then assumed the pastorate of a West 
Hartford church for several '-ears, to 
resign later to fill the position of finnn- i 
cial secretary of the Hartford Semin¬ 
ary. 

Then followed thirteen years as pas¬ 
tor of a church at Monson, Mass. In 
1890 Mr. Hatch resigned this pastorate 
to become general secretary for the 
Christian Endeavor Society in India, 
where he served the various denomina¬ 
tions for three years very efficiently. At 
the end of the three years he returned 
to this country after having circled the 
globe in his travels, and since that time 
had acted as temporary supply pastor 
for Congregational churches in and 
about Boston. Two and a half years of 
that time he spent at the Eliot Church 
in Newton, since when he lias been 
temporary pastor at churches in Taun¬ 
ton and Middlelxiro. 

His death is the sixth to occur within 
a very few weeks among the well- 
known Congregational clergymen of 
Boston and vicinity. He was a man very 
much beloved by the congregations 
which he served and hy his professional 
associates. His versatility and ability to 
adapt himself to alt circumstances and 
conditions made him espccinly valuable 
to the Congregational denomination in 
his capacity of supply pastor. “He was 
both modest and able,” was the com¬ 
ment of one of bis associates of the 
Congregational Society when speaking 
of his life. “He was the sort of pastor 
that could supply a pastorate and not 
put himself forward to the detriment 
of the succeeding man. He was the sort 
of man that makes a good impression 
and sustains it.” 

Mr. Hatch made many friends in 
Newton during his acting pastorate of 
Eliot church and his later work in a 
discordant condition in another church 
was remarkably successful. A call to ac¬ 
cept the acting pastorate in church of 
the late Dr. Allhright at Dorchester 
awaited his recovery, but he was called 
to the church above.

Early Morning Fire 

The fortunate awakening of a boy by 
an attack of toothache ami the prompt 
work of the mother in leading her sev¬ 
en children out of the dwelling saved 
the eight persons from injury in a fire 
which broke out in the house of Mich- 
ael J. Quinn 29 Kensington street at ail 
early hour Saturday morning. 

The 2 1-2 story frame dwelling was 
damaged to the extent of $1000, the sec¬ 
ond story, where the family with the 
exception of the father was sleeping, 
being gutted the worst. How the fire 
started is a mystery, there having been 
no fire in the furnace or kitchen stove. 

It was shortly before 1 o'clock that 
John Quinn, the Sbyear old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Quinn, was awakened by the 
toothache in one of the bedrooms on the 
second story. A few minutes afterward 
lie was alarmed to sec flames issuing 
from the register at the side of the 
room. He rushed to his mother’s room 
and aroused her and the other members 
of the family. 

Mrs. Johanna Quinn, the mother, 
quickly wrapped clothing about the chil¬ 
dren, whose ages range from 10 months 
to 12 years, and hurried to the house of 
Patrolman George J. Hannon, a short 
distance away. Her family was given 
shelter in the Hannon homestead, and 
patrolman Hannon sent in an alarm from 
box 29. 

Meanwhile the flames had eaten up 
through the walls of the lower floor 
near one of the furnace pipes and mush¬ 
roomed out to the several rotmis of the 
second story. The firemen quickly re¬ 
sponded, but they had a stubborn fight 
in saving the dwelling and much of the 
contents. Many of the personal effect? 
of the family, particularly those that 
were kept in the second story, were de¬ 
stroyed. 

Mr. Quinn, the father, was in a dis¬ 
tant part of the city at the time attend¬ 
ing to his duty as a lamplighter. When 
he arrived home about dawn he was 
surprised to find his home badly burned 
and his family sheltered at the home of 
a neighbor.

“CENTRAL” AND HER WORK 

The telephone company is engaged in 
what has become one of the most im¬ 
portant of public services. Its purpose is 
to put people into communication with 
each other in the quickest way possible 
and to maintain communication without 
interruption. Above all, it endeavors to 
perform this function—always performed 
under exacting conditions and frequent¬ 
ly in the face of considerable difficulties 
—with unfailing courtesy. 

The New England company, having 
provided a most efficient plant for the 
needs of each individual community, 
trains its operators painstakingly before 
it allows them to handle the public's 
business, and supervises their work 
closely after they are assigned to the 
regular switchboards of its exchanges. 
Applicants for positions as operators 
must meet high personal standards be¬ 
fore they are accepted even as students. 
The care with which the raw material, 
so to speak, is selected appears in the 
fact that only GO per cent of the appli¬ 
cants who present themselves arc finally 
employed. One of the advantages of the 
training system is that it enables a young 
woman who finds her ideas about the 
work to have been wrong to withdraw 
without waste of time or embarrassment, 
and allows the company to determine 
pretty definitely the ultimate fitness of 
the candidate before the interests of 
telephone users have been entrusted to 
her. 

As students the operators arc taught 
to do their work intelligently as well as 
with mechanical precision. They arc giv¬ 
en practice in the actual operation of 
the switchboard, special apparatus being 
provided for that purpose, and arc ed¬ 
ucated to meet the almost inconceivably 
varied situations likely to arise when

KEITH'S THEATRE 

During the week of January 6th was 
observed in theatres in a dozen leading 
cities the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
Mr. B. F. Keith's starting in the show 
business and the birth of vaudeville as 
if is now presented in America. For Mr. 
Keith is not only the originator of the 
continuous performance, but the father 
of the vaudeville, that has become the 
most popular form of amusement in Am¬ 
erica. Twenty-five years ago, with lim¬ 
ited capital, lie opened a small store on 
Washington street, Boston, with a mid¬ 
get as his only attraction. Today no less 
than seventeen theatres in this country 
and abroad hear the Keith name; he i> 
reputed the richest amusement manager 
in the entire world, and head of the 
United Booking Offices of America, 
which furnishes the attractions for ev¬ 
ery vaudeville theatre of any import¬ 
ance—more than 150 in all—from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific coast. This means 
the -lacing, each week, of thousands of 
acts, many of them comprising large 
companies of American and Kuropcan 
artists, and the entertainment of over 
2 ,000.000 people weekly; and yet five 
years after Mr. Keith started in business 
there were not more than three vaude¬ 
ville houses iiT the United States: ten 
years ago there were not more than a 
dozen; now there is a vaudeville house 
in almost every city of over 20.000 pop¬ 
ulation, all furnished with attractions 
by Mr. Keith and his associates. 

After twenty-five years of activity, 
such as few men have had. Mr. Keith 
is endeavoring to relinquish the reins of 
management to others. Mr. F. F. Albce. 
who has been genera! manager of his 
enterprise since the beginning, and Mr. 
A. Paul Keith, assistant general man¬ 
ager. taking over the great bulk of the 
work, although Mr. Keith himself is 
still in close touch with his varied in¬ 
terests. particularly his theatres in Bos¬ 
ton and Philadelphia, pronounced by the 
late Sir Henry Irving to be the most 
beautiful theatres in the entire world. 

Mr. Keith is a native of New Hamp¬ 
shire. but at the age of seven began life 
for himself on a farm in western Mas¬ 
sachusetts. where he first showed that 
independence and self-reliance which 
ever since distinguished him. He was 18 
vears of age. however, before he became 
interested in the show business, and he 


theatre in Boston, he also became inter¬ 
ested in Providence, R. I., where he ob¬ 
tained possession of a building known 
at the Providence Museum, made^radi- 
cal changes and on March 21, 1887, op¬ 
ened it as the Gaiety Museum, with 
vaudeville and light opera. Here as in 
Boston, his patrons were largely wom¬ 
en and children, and it was not long be¬ 
fore lie secured control of the finest 
theatre in Providence. This was remod¬ 
elled and on Sept. 10, 1888, was opened 
as Keith's Opera House, playing the 
best legitimate attractions. Bator it be¬ 
came more profitable with vaudeville 
and several years ago Mr. Keith pre¬ 
sented it to his general manager, Mr. 
K. F. Albce, in recognition of lus ser¬ 
vices. 

Philadelphia next attracted Mr. 
Keith’s attention and he purchased a 
large building on North 8th street, 
which was reconstructed at an expense 
I. 1880.This theatre was soon doing capac 
ity business. Mr. Keith was busy with 
the plans of his new theatre in Boston, 
in the spring of 1893. when he received 
a message from Mr. Albce, in New York 
to llic effect that the historic Union 
Square theatre was in the market, coup¬ 
led with the information- that if Mr. 
Keith wanted it, he had twenty minutes 
in which to make a decision. In much 
loss than that time. Mr. Keith’s "Yes" 
was on the wire. Over $ft).000 was ex- 
nended in bringing this theatre up to the 
Keith standard in decoration, and on 
Sept. 18, 1893, it was opened ns a con¬ 
tinuous house, instantly becoming one 
of the most profitable in the metropolis. 

Meanwhile stories of the expendi¬ 
tures being made on the new Boston 
house were the subject of comment ev¬ 
erywhere. and when it was finally op¬ 
ened to the public, on March 26. 1894. 
and special trains brought men in all 
walks of life from all points, as guests 
of Mr. Keith, the wildest flights of im¬ 
agination was surpassed. B. F. Keith's 
new theatre became one of the show 
places of Boston, in the same class with 
the Boston Public Librarv Trinity 
Church, the State House, Old South 
and North Churches. 

In Philadelphia, Me. Keith was rc- 
neating his Boston experience with the 
Bijou, and he determined to have a mil¬ 
lion dollar theatre in the Quaker City, 
and in the fall of 1902, he opened the 
beautiful theatre which has become as 
much a part of Philadelphia, as Keith's 
in Boston is of the Hub. 

And in the conduct of these theatres 
Mr. Keith has always shown that orip 


work ill this great fight was recognized 
in such a manner as has fallen to few 
men.

William H. Baker 

William H. Baker, who was promi¬ 
nent in the democratic party a few 
years ago, died at 64 Rutland street, 
Boston, Saturday morning after a long 
illness. He had been sick for some time 
suffering from blood poisoning, and 
death was due to a general collapse. 

Mr. Baker, who was conspicuous in his 
party when William Jennings Bryan 
was nominated for the presidency, was 
born in Norridgewock, Me,, 42 years 
ago. He was educated in the famous 
Eaton school in Norridgewock and af¬ 
terward studied law in Boston univer¬ 
sity. lie was admitted to the Suffolk 
county bar in 1887 and had practised 
law in this city since that time. He con¬ 
ducted a number of important cases, 
chief among which was a remarkable 
tight to abolish the police board in 1902. 

lie was the candidate of the demo¬ 
cratic party in a number of contests. He 
ran for congress in the lltli district 
against Hon. Charles F. Sprague in 
1899 and against lion. Samuel L. Pow¬ 
ers in 1900. He.was the citizens’ candi¬ 
date for mayor of Newton in 1899 and 
was defeated by Hon. Edward B. Wil¬ 
son by only 142 votes and also against 
Hon. John W. Weeks in 1901.

made many ventures with shows of his 
own, and particularly with others, be¬ 
fore he began to see the possibilities of 
vaudeville and quietly began the pro¬ 
cess of evolution—or more properly, per¬ 
haps, revolution—which has made it 
what it is today, a form of entertain¬ 
ment made up of the greatest performers 
and artists gathered from the four cor¬ 
ners ot the earth and taking from the 
legitimate stage many of its strongest 
attractions. 

The beginning was made Jan. 8, 1883, 
in a building on Washington street, Bos¬ 
ton, covered by the present site of the 
Adams House, or more .strictly speak¬ 
ing in a room in that building, not more 
than 33 feet long and 15 feet high, tap¬ 
ering to a width of about G feet in the 
rear. Mr. Keith had but one attraction, 
a pound and a half midget, called Baby 
Alice, but his museum was a model of 
cleanliness, refinement ami good taste. 
Mr. Keith prospered and after three 
months an upstairs room was secured, 
in which he placed 123 chairs and built 
a stage 2 1-2 feet high. Here the "var¬ 
iety ium.->” were introduced, but "turns” 
from which all the objectionable fea¬ 
ture:. to the variety theatres of that day 
were eliminated. It was all new to the 
class of patrons sought by Mr. Keith. 
Hi- theatre was filled with ladies and 
children. He added more space and 
could scat 500 people. Then, in 1880, "the 
continuous performance” evolved itself 
in Mr. Keith’s fertile brain, anti on July 
6 , without any previous announcement, 
he gave it a trial It was an instanta¬ 
neous success, and soon became an im¬ 
portant feature in theatricals all over, 
America. Mr. Keith's theatre was called 
the "Gaiety”, and it was not long after 
tlie introduction of the "continuous” that 
it was taxed to the utmost. Next door 
was the Bijou Theatre, at that time in 
its decorative features the most beauti¬ 
ful theatre in Boston. Mr. Keith secured 
a lease and then introduced continuous 
performance with two opera companies 
playing alternately with vaudeville acts 
between, all of which had been success¬ 
ful in the Gaiety. '1 hese performances 
given at popular prices, were said to be 
equal to those given in the best theatres. 
However that may be, the Bijou plated 
to capacity nearly all the lime, and Mr. 
Keith l»egan to look around him. 

While he was quietly planning a new 


inalily and daring which have won the 
admiration of all classes. Mr. Keith is¬ 
sued a sweeping order that hats of any 
description should not be worn in his 
theatre. Managers everywhere predicted 
that he would never be able to enforce 
the rule, but he won the people to his 
way of thinking, the board of aldermen 
passed- an ordinance sustaining him, 
and now, not only at Keith’s, but in ev¬ 
ery theatre in Boston, "hats off” is the 
rule. He was the first to establish at 
considerable expense, a well organized 
fire department in connection with his 
theatre, securing for the purpose the 
services of Capt. C. C Willett, of Engine 
26. of Boston, to undertake the work. 
These departments with signal systems, 
etc., are conducted in the same maimer, 
but on a smaller scale of course, as that 
of the City of Boston. 

Mr. Keith did not confine his atten¬ 
tion exclusively to American cities, for 
in 19<AJ, he purchased the Princess thea¬ 
tre in Oxford street, Loudon. Soon af¬ 
ter the opening of the new Boston i 
house, he spent almost nineteen months 
in European travel, and returned with 
many new ideas, some of which lie stilt 
hopes to sec worked out. The rapid 
growth of vaudeville, however, has forc¬ 
ed him to activities in other directions 
—the opening of vaudeville theatres in 
Cleveland, ().. Columbus, (.)., Manches¬ 
ter, N. if.. Portland, Me., and a num¬ 
ber of other cities, in most of which lit 
has large real estate holdings. Last year 
with I*. F. Vroctor he became interested 
in the Keith and Proctor circuit, com¬ 
prising seven theatres in New York and 
Jersey City. 

In Boston, Mr. Keith is known and 
admired, not only as a great amusement 
manager, but as one of the most public 
spirited citizens, who besides his beau¬ 
tiful theatre, has in Tremont street, an¬ 
other monument tp his energy and high 
ideals of-Veauty in civic life as well as 
in his theatres. Tremont street, between 
Bqylston street and Scollay square, is 
the great boulevard and promenade in 
Boston, and that it is such, free from 
electric cars and their poles and wires, 
js due to the great battle put up by cit¬ 
izens of BoBton, headed by Mr. Keith, 
against the transportation companies. 
At a dinner given in honor of Mr. 
Keith by the merchants and leading men 
in other walks of life in Boston, Jus 


Representative John W. Weeks of 
Massachusetts will urge upon the com¬ 
mittee on banking and currency, of 
which he is a member, the incorpora¬ 
tion in its forthcoming currency bill of 
a plan for an elaboration of the clearing 
house system. According to this plan, the 
country would be divided into clearing 
house districts of w hicli New England, 
for example, would constitute one. 

Each district would be governed by 
a hftral committee of leading bankers, 
who would pass with authority upon 
the applications of individual banks for 
permission to issue additional notes in 
time of emergency. 

To illustrate the idea by a concrete 
case, suppose a national bank in Port¬ 
land, Me., should desire to issue $150,- 
000 ip notes to aid its customers in time 
of stress. If its standing and record 
were found satisfactory by the commit¬ 
tee, the bank would be required to de¬ 
posit with the district committee $3(X).- 
000 of its best collateral, upon which it 
would be permitted to issue 75 per cent 
of notcs. H after depositing an amount 
equal to 5 per cent of the issue, in gov¬ 
ernment bonds or cash, as part of a 
guarantee fund. 

A heavy tax of 7 per cent or more 
would be imposed upon the new issue, 
which would cease, however, upon the 
bank depositing legal securities in place 
of the collateral already put up. 

It is estimated that a guarantee fund 
established under these conditions would 
grow until in time a rebate of a large 
percentage of the fund would he made 
to the banks. 

Provision would of course be made 
for an initial guarantee fund, so that 
the emergency currency thus issued 
would have hack of it at all times the 
guarantee of all the banks in the district, 
as in the case of clearing house certifi¬ 
cates at present. 

As the issue of each bank would be 
primarily for local uses, the notes woqld 
the more easily remain within local lim¬ 
its and be returned quickly for retire¬ 
ment. It would be unlikely that more 
than a small percentage of them would 
circulate outside the clearing house dis¬ 
trict, while all would remain in this 
country.

With the advent of a new city gov¬ 
ernment it is possible that a brief ref¬ 
erence to the water question which the 
( >r \piiic has persistently advocated 
both in season and out of season during 
the past two years, may not be deemed 
unseemly, tl is a fact that the water in¬ 
come from rates and other receipts will 
exceed the normal running expenses 
during the present year by about $33,000 
Mayor Warren, whose term is just ex¬ 
piring. after giving the subject careful 
consideration, recommended a reduction 
in the meter rent, the faucet rate, the 
minimum rate and in the 1000 gallons 
rate which the aldermen declined to 
make. This recommendation was made 
t*ne year ago when the surplus was con¬ 
siderably less than it is today. It seems 
to us that the reduction f>* water rates 
ii a fair question for the new board 
of aldermen to carefully consider with 
a view to granting the relief before the 
March bills are prepared. 


In the death of ex-mayor Edward L. 
Pickard, we lose one of our best be¬ 
loved citizens- A man of such hearty, 
whole souled personality that all who 
knew him could not tail to love and ad¬ 
mire. His long and useful life in this 
community, identified as he was, with 
every movement for the improvement 
of the church and state, made him one 
\ i our most prominent citizens, one we 
can ill afford to spare. He will be sadly 
missed by the poor, to whom he was 
always generous, both in money and in 
sympathy. He will be missed in hi% 
church where his influence and sincerity 
were equally strong. He will he missed 
in the public affairs of the city, where 
his enthusiasm and unselfish devotion 
to his friends and ideals, were conta¬ 
gious. Finally, he will be missed bv all 
who knew him. rich and poor, political 
friends or opponents. fc*f Uis generosity, 
unfailing courtesy and lovable charac¬ 
ter.

The Mul-Winter Meeting of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts State Federation will he held 
at Winchester on Saturday, February 
8. Further particulars will he. given 
later. The chairman of the committee on 
arrangements of the hostess club is very 
anxious to serve a satisfactory lunch¬ 
eon. To do this is impossible unless all 
women who desire luncheon tickets se¬ 
cure them beforehand by sending the 
money together with a stamped address¬ 
ed envelope in which to forward the 
ticket. Coffee will be served for those 
who prefer to carry their own lunch¬ 
eons. The women have become a little 
lax in the matter of ordering tickets and 
the Federation in allowing them to be 
sold on the day of the meeting. Ex¬ 
periences at recent meetings have de¬ 
monstrated that it will hereafter be 
necessary to abide by the rule of . no 
tickets sold on the day of the meeting, 
in order to do justice to the forehand¬ 
ed members who secure their tickets at 
the proper time.. There arc no restau¬ 
rants in Winchester, so it will he neces¬ 
sary to send for tickets as soon as it is 
announced where to get them or to take 
a lunch or to go without. 

The Conference of Presidents of the 
Federated Clubs held at the Vciidome 
on Saturday afternoon, January 4, was 
attended by a large number of repre¬ 
sentatives from the clubs and was of, 
great interest as well as an enjoyable 
social affair. A letter of greeting from 
Mrs. Parah Platt Decker was read by 
the president. Mrs. Mary Aldcii Ward. 
Miss Gcorgic Bacon, chairman of the 
Local Biennial Board, outlined the var¬ 
ious committees and the work assigned 
to them. Already 1184 women have been 
appointed on committees, while 400 or 
500 more will be needed to earn' out the 
plans. Word has been received from all 
over the country that the various fed¬ 
erations arc to send larger delegations 
than ever before and evreything prom¬ 
ises the best Biennial convention that 
has yet been held. The amount of de¬ 
tail necessary in order to perfect ar¬ 
rangements is astonishing and all pres¬ 
ent felt that an immense amount of 
work has already been accomplished, 
although there remains still much to be 
done. As has been announced before 
tlie meetings will be held in Symphony 
and Chickering Halls while the rooms 
of the Emerson School will be utilized 
for State Headquarters. There will be 
no general sessions in the afternoons, 
but conferences will be held to which 
special tickets will he necessary for ad¬ 
mission. At former biennials these con¬ 
ferences have proved often more inter¬ 
esting than the regular sessions, so plans 
are being made whereby a longer time 
will be allowed for them. There will be 
fifteen general sessions during the con¬ 
vention and the tickets which will be al¬ 
lowed the clubs in the Massachusetts 
Federation are transfcrable. so that a 
larger number of the members will be 
able to attend at least one session. The 
apportionment of the tickets among the 
clubs will be announced very soon. 
These tickets arc in addition to those 
given bv the General Federation to the 
delegates and alternates sent by the clubs 
holding direct membership in the Gen¬ 
eral Federation. The ladies were remind¬ 
ed that the presidents of the clubs arc 
not necessarily delegates unless they arc 
so appointed by their clubs, and it was 
suggested that it would he well to give 
them tins opportunity as far as possible. 
For this reason the Local Board has re¬ 
frained from appointing the presidents 
upon the various committees. Announce¬ 
ment was made that the money which 
the clubs arc contributing towards the 
expenses should all be paid in on or be¬ 
fore April 15 that the Board may know 
just how much they are to have at their 
disposal. Generous contributions have 
already been received and, if the other 
clubs are equally so, there will be no 
doubt that the necessary amount will be 
forthcoming. At the close of the Con¬ 
ference the officers of the Federation re¬ 
ceived in formally and tea was served.

Women’s Clubs in Panama 


By Helen Varick Boswell. 

At the request of the Secretary of 
War and the Canal Zone Commission, 1 
sailed on September 7 for the Isthmus of 
Panama, for the purpose of seeing 
whether there was a field there for the 
organization of women’s clubs. 1 return¬ 
ed to New York on October 23, having 
not only organized eight clubs of Amer¬ 
ican women in the large towns on the 
Zone, but having succeeded in federat¬ 
ing those clubs into "The Canal Zone 
Federation of Women’s Clubs,"which 
has now made application for member¬ 
ship in the General Federation of Wom¬ 
en's Clubs. 

There was lack ot contentment among 
the women on the Zone for the reason 
that life there became exceedingly mo¬ 
notonous to the average woman. Living 
conditions were satisfactory, but there 
was no variety or interest in life. Even 
tlie most domestic woman who in the 
States might have no inclination for pur¬ 
suits outside her own household domain, 
when living on the Zone, feels the need 
of contact with other women in some 
common object ot’ interest." Housekeep¬ 
ing cares there arc very light: it is more 
like housekeeping in a camp. There is 
plenty of time for other tilings, and there 
are no amusements and no recreations 
attractive to women. The men have their 
.work by day, and. where so disposed, 
their chib-houses by night. The women 
had nothing of this kind, and naturally 
became self-centred and dissatisfied. 

The government wants a stable com¬ 
munity on the Isthmus of Panama. Con¬ 
tentment is the first element toward 
permanency of residence, there as else 
where, and now the woman’s club, hav¬ 
ing come to the Isthmus to stay, has 
brought contentment to the women, and, 
where the women arc contented, there 
will the men abide. And so indirectly 
the woman’s club is a real factor in help¬ 
ing to dig the Panama Canal, the great¬ 
est work ever undertaken by any nation. 

The result is wonderful. First and 
foremost, the clubs have broken the ice 
which kept these lonely women apart 
from one another. But, in addition, there 
is much practical work that the ejubs 
propose to do. Thev arc all organized 
with four departments.—Home, Educa¬ 
tion. Philanthrophy, and Music and Lit¬ 
erature. Under the head of Home many 
things are being done. One is the beauti¬ 
fying of tlie dwellings by gardens and 
vines. Some of the houses have no 
ground in front, hut they all have broad 
piazzas, or “galleries.” ns they are called, 
and these can be made beautiful with 
vines and plants. For this purpose the 
magnificent tropical flora can be utilized 
most effectively. Orchids that we con- 
siller rare, grow wild in tlie jungle there, 
and look beautiful when hung in bas¬ 
kets from the upper part of the porches. 

the Educational Denartments have 
all started classes in Spanish. Tlie wom¬ 
en desire to take advantage of their res¬ 
idence in a Spanish-speaking country to 
acquire tlie language, hut, where only a 
few individuals would have made the 
effort without the incentive of the club, 
all arc doing it now. 

The Educational Departments will try 
to improve the school facilities, which 
are still very crude and inadequate. If 
this can be done, it will put an end to the 
separation of parents from their children 
and wjl! add much to the general con¬ 
tent ut the Isthmus. 

Tlie Philanthropic Departments will 
visit the sick in their homes and in the 
hospitals, ami arrange lectures on home 
nursing bv nurses from the hosnitals. 

The Music and Literature Depart¬ 
ments arrange the programs for tlie 
meetings, and have discovered unsus¬ 
pected musical talent. 

The culmination of the work was. of 
course, the organizing of the Federation. 
Meeting at Ancon, in tlie Hotel Tivoli, 
the delegates chose for President Mrs. 
George \V. Gocthals, of Culchra, wife of 
the chairman of the Canal Commission 
but, as she is now in the United States, 
the duties of the office arc being per¬ 
formed by Mrs. Collins, the First Vice- 
President. The Second Vice-President 
is Mrs. \V. C. Gorgas, of Ancon, wife 
of Colonel Gorgas. the yellow fever ex¬ 
terminator. The Federation has anolied 
for admission to the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, by which it will be 
warmly welcomed. 

The women in the several communi¬ 
ties will find an outlet in these various 
chib departments for the energies which 
were wasting themselves, sometimes ir 
idle gossip and more often in idle long¬ 
ings which could not he realized. Now 
they are full of eager interest in doing 
things concert Lilly and being helpful to 
the social life of the whole community, 
and they are already plaunir to send 
delegates to the Biennial Convention of 
the General Federation of Women' 
Clubs when it iqects in Boston next 
fune.—The December Federation Bui 
let in. 


EX-MAYOR PICKARD 



A telegram received Monday in Aub- 
urndalc, brought the sad news that ex- 
mayor Edward L. Pickard, one of the 
best known residents of this city had 
died quite suddenly of pneumonia at 
Pasadena, Cal. Mr. Pickard left Newton 
just after the city election with his 
daughter, Miss Julia Pickard, and in¬ 
tended to make a three months' stay in 
California. He spent the holidays with 
his brother in Chicago and did not 
reach Pasedena until the New Year. 
The body is now on the way home and 
is expected either Sunday or Monday, 
when the date of the funeral services 
will be set. 

Edward Little Pickard was bom in 
Lewiston, Me.. Dee. 25, 1834, the son of 
Samuel and Hannah (Little) Pickard. 
He was educated in the Lewiston Falls 
Academy and entered into business in 
1848 in concern of Roak, Packard & 
Co., shoe manufacturers at Auburn, Me., 
and remained with them until 1855, 
when he went into business with George 
Hill of Auburn. Me. under the firm 
name of Hill and Pickard, as shoe man¬ 
ufacturers. On March 12, 1860, went to 
work with Tyler Rice & Sons at Port¬ 
land. Me., and then was admitted as a 
partner in the firm of N. W. Rice & Co., 


being a member of the firm since 1865. 

Mr. Pickard was a resident of Lynn 
for many years and served in the com¬ 
mon council in 1870-71. In 1872 Mr. 
Pickard moved to Auburndalc, where 
he took an active interest in the politi¬ 
cal ami religious life of the city, al¬ 
though it was not until 1897 that he ac¬ 
cepted political honors. During that 
year he served as a representative to the 
General Court and was reelected in 1898. 
Mr. Pickard reeived a unanimous elec¬ 
tion as mayor for 1901, but retired at 
the end of his term on account of his 
health. A unique feature of Mr. Pick¬ 
ard’s political life was the donation of 
his official salary to charitable work. 

Mr. Pickard served for ten years as 
a director in the National City Bank of 
Boston and as a director in the Firemen’s 
Life Insurance Company. He was a 
member of the Newton Club, a trustee 
of the Newton Cemetery and of the 
wton Home for Aged People, a di-

UNSUSPECTED GAUSES OF 
"TROUBLE ” 


Apart from the inevitable “trouble” in 
the intricate and sensitive equipment of 
central offices and in the extensive sys¬ 
tem of outside lines, overhead and un¬ 
derground, the telephone service occa¬ 
sionally suffers from disturbance of the 
circuits or instruments on the subscri¬ 
bers’ premises. This kind of “trouble” is 
difficult to locate, and so is especially 
annoying; but almost always it is per¬ 
fectly avoidable, being caused by un¬ 
conscious carelessness. 

In one case when a subscriber report¬ 
ed that he was unable to talk through 
his telephone at all it was found that a 
member of the family had laid a pair 
of spectacles on top of the bell box of 
the instrument so that the steel bows 
touched against the binding posts to 
which the outside wires are fastened, 
thus “cutting out” both transmitter and 
receiver by closing the circuit before it 
reached them. Another subscriber -de- 
-claretl that people who called him had 
been told Ancy don’t answer” when lie 
knew positively that the bell had not 
rung at all. His difficulty turned out to 
be due not to any failure of “Central” to 
perform her work properly, but to the 
fact that his wife had muffied the tele¬ 
phone bells while the baby took his nap 
and had forgotten to remove the muf¬ 
fler. 

Inside telephone wiring is insulated 
with the greatest care to protect it 
against dampness and to keep the wires 
separated from cacii other. It cannot be 
made proof against everything though. 
Every now and then a subscriber’s “sta¬ 
tion” fails to work properly because 
some one stands a dripping umbrella 
where it saturates the telephone cord 
and spoils the insulation, or a careless 
office boy does similar damage in polish¬ 


ing a desk set with liquid instead of with 
chamois leather. Leaky plumbing raises 
havoc with interior circuits every now 
and then. Here is a nervous person who 
has a habit of jabbing with pen 
the green silk cord of his desk set 
while he is telephoning, with the result, 
of course, that he eventually spoils the 
insulation, which brings the wires of the 
circuit into contact and puts them out of 
commission. And many subscribers 
“fidget” with the green cord when talk¬ 
ing, twisting and bending it between 
their fingers till one of these days the 
copper strands inside break completely 
off. 

Considerable "unsatisfactory service” 
is caused by subscribers attaching to the 
telephone instrument devices of o" 
sort or another that interfere with its 
proper working. Nothing should be fast¬ 
ened to the transmitter by screwing the 
mouthpiece through it, for instance; that 
disarranges the adjustment. For obvious 
reasons nothing should be stretched over 
the opening of the mouthpiece; that puts 
an obstacle between the voice and the 
diaphragm. The mouthpiece can be kept 
perfectly clean by wiping it out wit!; a 
dry cloth; no liquid should be used. 

Carpenters, paper hangers, painters, 
plumbers and other workmen who, with 
the best intentions in the world, move 
the wires temporary that they may bet¬ 
ter do their work, frequently either 
break the circuit in doing so, or injure 
it in their attempts to replace things as 
they found them. When it is necessary 
to disturb telephone wiring for any pur¬ 
pose, the company should be asked to 
send its own expert men; and it will 
save the subscriber loss of time and in¬ 
terruption of service if he will notify his 
manager at once of any “trouble”, so 
that it may be traced and remedied a- 
quickly as possible. There is no charge 
for calling the exchange office for this 
purpose, whether the call is made from 
a subscriber’s “station” or from a pub¬ 
lic pay station.

Eulogize Ex-Mayor E. L. Pickard 


The final session of the board of al¬ 
dermen of 1907 held at two o clock 
Monday afternoon was saddened by the 
official communication announcing the 
death of ex-mayor Kdward I«. Pickard. 
President Carter was in the chair for j 
the last time and Aldermen Bowen, 
Cumlrin. Mali, Holmes and Stone were 
absent. 

The mayor’s communication was as 
Jollow-: 

Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen: 

1 deeply regret that a last official com¬ 
munication to you is the announcement 
vf the death of lion. Kdward L. Pick¬ 
ard, on Monday January 6th at Pasa¬ 
dena. Cal., whither he had recently gone 
seeking recreation and health, in^ escap¬ 
ing the rigors of our New England 
winter. 

As a representative to the General 
Court of 1897-98 and as Mayor in 1901, 
lie served most honorably. Enthusiasti¬ 
cally promoting the public welfare 
through the political principles he firmly 
held, successful in business, in private 
life a good citizen, a friend of the needy, 
loyally supporting the Church of his 
faith, it was in his home where the lov¬ 
ing and generous traits of his character 
held complctcst sway. 

1 recommend such action as may seem 
to you appropriate. The funeral will be 
lielil from the Congregational Church. 
Auburndale. tomorrow, Tuesday after¬ 
noon at two o'clock.

The communication was received and 
Alderman Underwood spoke as follows: 

It has been aptly said that the glory 
and wealth of the' nation or state con¬ 
sists not so much of her material inter¬ 
ests as in the name and fame of her dis¬ 
tinguished and great men. With what 
>trength and force the , truth of this 
thought is brought home to the citizens 
of this municipality by the death oi Ex- 
Mayor Edward L. Pickard. An unpre¬ 
tentious, patriotic citizen, self-made, sa¬ 
gacious and far seeing, he combined 
these qualities with a true kindliness of 
heart that endeared him to all within our 
confines. In private, business and civic 
life, his rugged honesty, love of truth, 
and unfailing cheerfulness, combined 
with a lively but kindly sense of humor, 
accounts in part for his being mourned 
for today by a circle of friends and ac¬ 
quaintances which extends well-nigh 
over our whole country. Sincere, frank, 
outspoken in the honest expression of 
his opinions, even those whose opinions 
differed were forced to admire the ster¬ 
ling strength and cleanness of his char¬ 
acter. Throughout his life strongly and 
faithfully devoted to advancing the 
cause of the church, his influence and 
assistance were freely extended to all 
deserving calls. While the citizens of 
the entire City of Newton mourn his 
death, yet with far greater force is his 
loss feit by the residents of his home 
•ward. As a neighbor, friend and coun¬ 
sellor, this generous, loyal, open heart¬ 
ed. and charitable citizen leaves a va¬ 
cancy in our home and civic life that 
must long remain unfilled. 

Alderman Underwood then presented 
the following resolutions which were 
unanimously adopted by a rising vote.

The report of Amos D. Albec. expert 
accountant, giving results of his ex¬ 
amination of the bi<uks of the City 
r l reasurer was received and ordered 
printed. 

An order was then adopted referring 
all unfinished business to the next citv 
government. 

\Mennan Palmer: Before the Board 
of P07 goes out of existence.

MAYOR S ADDRESS 

Mr. President and Members of the 
Board of Aldermen: 

Collectively wo have been selected, 
and by the selection have been greatly 
honored, to serve as the City Govern¬ 
ment of Newton for the ensuing year. 

I think it will be conceded that the 1 
first essential of a creditable municipal 
government is the existence of a suffi¬ 
cient treasury, assured without an ex¬ 
cessive burden of taxation, and con¬ 
trolled by a sound financial policy. 

Because of the very comprehensive 
publication of the revised Budget with 
its supplementary information, 1 insert 
in this address only such figures as per¬ 
tain to our indebtedness, and suggestions 
on items of expenditure which without 
our careful scrutiny arc liable to mater¬ 
ially increase in the future. 

Our gross debt is $5,774,200.00. Our 
Net Debt is $3,667,113.78. For 1908 the 
requirements for paymetns on Sinking 
Funds are $100,500.00 on Serial Bonds, 
$25,000.00 for interest oil Funded Debt, 
(exclusive of water which is cared for 
by thej-eccipts) and temporary Loans 
$186,587.90. Making a total of payments 
on indebtedness and interest of $312,087,- 
90 or about 27 per cent of our author¬ 
ized expenditures. 

There has also been passed an order 
authorizing an issue of School bonds 
amounting to $355,000 which will in¬ 
crease our future annual payments and 
interest. 

Our debt has been accumulated in 
payment for actual necessities and well 
advised improvements, but now, the 
construction of the Technical School be¬ 
ing assured and not being aware of oth¬ 
er imniedi.ite and pressing needs, I rec¬ 
ommend that we do not during the pres¬ 
ent year favorably consider any orders 
or suggestions which would result in 
an increase of our indebtedness. 

We have rightly outgrown our in¬ 
herited abhorrence of governmental and 
commercial indebtedness. To construct. 

| to improve or to possess only as we are 
| able to immediately pay would be to 
refrain from taking advantage of credit 
as a means enabling us to develop and 
to enjoy. But wisdom suggests that 
[here should be limitations, ami that the 
inevitable conditions of honest debt are 
ultimate payment and a continuous in¬ 
terest account. 

The Budget for 1908 as finally adopt¬ 
ed calls for an increased expenditure of 
$79,004.75. This increase was largely 
unavoidable, but caused in part by ad¬ 
vanced salaries carefully considered ami 
favorably passed upon by our predeces¬ 
sors. It is but fair .to presume that had 
the detailed items of the Budget been 
considered in December, rather than in 
October, the results would possibly not 
have shown as large an increase. \\ c are 
amply justified in the expectation that 
financial, manufacturing ami general 
commercial conditions will he within a 
reasonable time much improved, but it 
behooves us to think into the future, 
and until the situation is more settled to 
temper our faith with caution, and gov-

ern our expenditures by what we can 
surely and well afford. 

That the intellectual and moral at¬ 
tainments of a city or town may be 
largely determined by the quality of the 
schools which it maintains is not only a 
reasonable statement of fact, but a cred¬ 
itable system of public education well 
carried out is perhaps the most pro¬ 
nounced source of comm unity pride. 

Newton as n city has been generous in 
its appropriations, ami public interest in 
this connection is clearly evidenced in 
our substantial school buildings, a large 
proportion of which have been erected 
during the last twelve years. 

I have referred to tile appropriation 
for the building of a Technical High 
School and he it forever to the credit 
of the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, 
the School Board, the Joint Special 
Committee and the Superintendent of 
Schools serving in 1907. that we are not 
only to have this enlargement of our 
educational system through their con¬ 
victions and industry, hut through their 
enthusiasm and patience have we had all 
our doubts removed and stand thorough¬ 
ly convinced of the wisdom of this step. 
I am sure you will join with me in ex¬ 
tending to them oitr expression of grat¬ 
itude for what has been accomplished. 

It is interesting to note that the in¬ 
crease in our population for five years 
from 1900 to 1905. was ten per cent 
while the increase in our school enroll¬ 
ment for the same period was thirteen 
per cent, or nearly one-third greater, in¬ 
dicating a more pronounced confidence 
in the preparatory work of our public 
schools, and a longer average attendance 
of individual pupils. 

The estimated cost for the mainte¬ 
nance of our schools as it appears tii 
the Budget for 1908 is $293,390.00 or 
about 25 per cent of our authorized ex¬ 


penditures and while this item will prob¬ 
ably always be as large a proportion of 
our municipal income, and will continue 
to be our greatest temptation to liberal 
appropriation, ami rightly so, vve must 
now and constantly urge the adoption of 
all the economies of construction and 
operation consistent with the attainment 
of the beneficial results so essential and 
so much desired. 

By the public utterances of its advo¬ 
cates, and by means of articles and edi¬ 
torials in the public press, wc are con¬ 
stantly reminded of the several move¬ 
ments accepted, and under consideration 
for the government of cities by commis¬ 
sion. It seems to me that while this 
method might be adopted in many cases 
with grept advantage, to make such a 
change in oitr form of government at 
this time, or in the immediate future, 
would be premature and unnecessary. 
And yet I do believe that in the Board 
which I am now addressing, thee is ma¬ 
terial sufficient in quantity, and certain¬ 
ly in quality, to make three Boards each 
of which would prove as efficient and as 
satisfying in practical accomplishments 
as a larger hoard would he. And as the 
arguments apply in both cases, I think 
that a reduction of the School board to 
seven members would be equally effec¬ 
tive. 

During my last year of service in the 
Board of Aldermen, I strongly advo¬ 
cated such changes, for then while in 
the midst of the duties, I was convinced 
as I am now, that if these reductions 
were made, each ward being represent 1 
ed in each Board by one member, and 
all elected at large, the results would be 
beneficial in every respect. There would 
be a direct saving of time, of energy 
and of nervous strain. There would he 
an increase of thoroughness, of incli-

City Government by 
Common 

l’aper recently prepared by A. K. Al- 
vord, and read before the "Villagers”, 
Newton Centre. 

Corrupt municipal conditions impair 
human hie at every point. Filthy streets, 
inadequate sewers, impure water, un¬ 
safe construction, unsanitary tenement 
bolide districts, dens of vice, hau ls of 
thugs who waylay and murder—these 
are human ills which in the aggregate 
are an appalling mass of misery and 
which are preventable. Not only arc 
they not prevented hut they arc deliber¬ 
ately increased by official and political 
malefactors and for the entirely simple, 
transparent reason that by increasing 
them the malefactors make money. 

What is the process? There are four 
possible sources from which government 
officials and professional politicians can 
derive illegitimate revenue for them¬ 
selves. One is the. public income 
which can be stolen as it comes in or as 
it is paid out. This crude method is dan¬ 
gerous and has not been generally fol¬ 
lowed since Tweed’s day. A second is 
the so-called “honest graft”. A typical 
form of it is the profit on real estate 
improved hv municipal action, of which 
politicians have the first knowledge, A 
third method is through corrupt transac¬ 
tions in the sale of valuable franchises. 
The fourth is the grafter's rake-off on 
the business of dissipation. 

The business of dissipatimi is not only 
the oldest it is also much the largest anil 
most profitable source of illegitimate 
gain to the professional politicians, and 
in proportion to effort and risk, the most 
profitable. The figures are convincing. 
For example, the gross receipts of the 
>trect railways of Clrcago are $16,000.- 
000 and of the elevated roads $23 (KY),0 0 
a year. From this $39,000.00) a consid¬ 
erable sum might be iLvclid to po’ifi- I 
cal corruption but it would be a small 
item in comparison with the amount ob¬ 
tainable from dissipation in a city which 
spends $100,000,000 a year for alcoholic 
liquors. $20,(100.000 a year for prostitu¬ 
tion, ami $15,000,000 for gambling, 
Dissipation >hades down from legal¬ 
ized expenditure through prohibited but 
not rigorously punished vice to depths 
of criminalitv that are dangerous. Much 
of it flour idles only under po’icc pro¬ 
tection ami most of that which is legal¬ 
ized is for economic reasons, in alliance 
with the illegal. The whole business, 
therefore, has a 'definite, substantial in¬ 
terest in maintaining political protection 
and in securing political privilege. To 
this end it creates and sustains a most 
efficient political organization, the cen¬ 
tral figure of which is the ward or dis¬ 
trict boss who is a p •ofessional political 
middleman, buying votes ar.tl so ling 
protection. 

President K!'ot says :— 

'‘‘Municipal gowrument in the United 
States has nowhere been successful and 
in many places it has been so corrupt 
and inefficient as,to suggest to anxious 
minds the ultimate failure of free insti¬ 
tutions. Vet numicip 1 government 
conies nearer to the individual citizen 
than any other form of government. If 
the municipal btisinejiT. is well done it 
promotes the com fort ami dignity of his 
own life and that of Ids fan i!y. It it is 
ill done it stains and disgraces h s whole 
existence. The nnre sight of municipal 
work done dishnne.-tly or merely shift¬ 
lessly is extremely detu ira’i/.ing for all 
citizens. Tinir own standards of work 
may easily he effected by the standards 
of municipal work and any dishonesty 
or lack of fidelity in municipal si rvants 
is sure to rob the mass of citizens, of 
securities, comforts or facilities which 
they need and have paid for directly 
and indirectly.” 

Take our own City of lioi-ton for ex¬ 
ample; its debt is immense, expenditures 
exceed receipts, property is assessed 
fully up to its market value ami in some 
eases more, the tax rate is high, yet the 
city mils behind from 3 to $4,tKXlj(Kl per 
year. A business corporation under 
similar conditions would he bankrupt. 
In Boston there are 1N3.464 p II taxes, 
out of which only IS, 169 are assessed 
lor property. Only one in ten are di¬ 
rectly interested in economical adminis¬ 
tration. What can you expect from that 
state of affairs? There are 2(MHX) peo¬ 
ple in the jiay-rol!, of which, it has been 
asserted. 5000 could he dispensed with 
and 100,000 men voted this year. For 
every lour votes one man was supported 
by the city. Col. Livermore in a recent 
speech before the Commercial dull, said 
that he would undertake to administer 
the city for $4,000.0(10 loss than is rpuil 
nmv and live within the budget. As the 
Finance Commission has recently re¬ 
ported. the debt is increasing 12 times 
faster than the wealth and 7 1-2 times 
faster than the p. pulation.

Let us pause for a mom in to inquire 
wltv ibis part : eutar branch of govern¬ 
ment In*, become »>► much in need of re¬ 
form. James Hncc -ays i„ the American 
Cm union weal ill. "The long-suffering tol¬ 
erance of public opinion tow rd incom- 
netemv ami mbcomhvt in officials and 
nithlie men eerier d v is a feature which 
lias struck recent European observers. 


It is the more remarkable because no¬ 
where is rx ecu tt vc ability more valued 
than in the management of private con¬ 
cerns, in which the stress of cam petition 
forces every manager to secure at what¬ 
ever price the most able subordinates. Wc 
may attribute it partly to the good na¬ 
ture of the people, which makes them 
ovir-lcniint to nearly all criminals, 
partly to the pre-occupation with their 
private affairs nf the most energetic and 
useful men, who therefore cannot spare 
time to unearth abuses and get rid of 
offender-, partly t i an indifference in¬ 
duced by tile fatalistic sentiment which 
! have already sought to describe. This 
fata lb in acts in two wavs. Being opti¬ 
mistic it disposes each man to believe 
things will come out right whether he 
“takes bold” himself or nr t and (hat it 
is. therefore, no great matter whither 
a particular ring or boss is suppressed; 
and in making each individual man feel 
hi< insignificance it disposes h m to 
leave in the multitude the task of set¬ 
ting right what is everyone iIsc's bus¬ 
iness just as much as his own. 

Brand Whitlock, the reform mayor of 
Toledo, says,—“The framers of the ■ 
Coii.'tittnion, who were the organizes, 
did ihe best they could and wondrous 
well hut the modern city with its mod¬ 
ern problems had not beni dreamed of. 
Thus it happens that today the city is 
hut an arm of the State, legally it has 
no powers that arc not granted to it by 
the state legislature, hence it is ruled 
hv the slate legislature, and as there arc 
about two country-men to c\ city- 
man in every state lcgislaliirc, it follows 
that the cities arc, in reality, governed 
by men who know nothing about cities 
and care nothing for them, men who 
view the city possibly with contempt, 
certainly with suspicion and distrust.” 
The structure of the city government in : 
l this country was a most tin fortunate one 
as has been pointed out by Pres. Eliot. 

It was copied early in the 19th-century 
from the structure of the national gov¬ 
ernment and therefore has its upper 
house, the aldermen, its lower house, the 
common council, ami its executive the 
mayor. Now city business is almost 
wholly administrative or executive and 
is very little concerned with policies or 
far reaching legislation. Modern cities 
undertake to provide and maintain 
schools, roads and bridges, sewers and 
water supply, fire depart men*, courts, 
police, street lights, and to take care of 
the numerous hclplcfs ami defective 
members of the community. On all these 
subjects there is no doubt wli t the peo¬ 
ple need and the proper supply of their 
needs is. a matter of purely administra¬ 
tive business. Tt'should lie remembered 
also that there i« not a single item of 
municipal work which is now d'ne in 
the same wav as it was d me when the 
American form of c : tv government was 
set itn. so that one might reasonably ex- 
nect that a form not wlio’h* imp-acticn- 
bic 60 or NO years ago miglit be entire¬ 
ly mi mi table today. 

Tn all departments amateur cxccirive 
agents are cnmolefelv out of rdaee. Yon 
cinii q eviv-ct the lu'dic-t ••ffici-nc- from 
a political board, the pcr-mimd nf which 
is continually changing. Peop’c who do 
the business of the citv should be em¬ 
ployed coni i muni si v and mi b ng tenures 
of office or tile work wi I not be properly 
done, The experience of all existing or¬ 
ganizations for Imsimss purposes ju-ti- 
fies I his proposition, such as rai'roads. 
mines, factories, batiks and stennidiip 
companies. The administrative work of 
all such organizations is done by ex¬ 
perts selected.'employed end d‘reeled by 
a small administrative board or even 
hv a single official. What would be the 
state nf a railmad nr factory whose 
business was directed hv sub-cmuinittccs 
of two large bodies and a president 
elect eil annua lie by 50,009 r>r more 
stockholder-. In a recent reno:t submit¬ 
ted to the President hv J. P». Reyivdds. 
reran!inv ill** administration of the af¬ 
fairs of the Dist. of Columbia, he recom¬ 
mends. among other things, that the 
proposed governor of the District of 
Columbia, who would a No be Mavor of 
the Citv of Washington, shon’d he not 
necessarily a resident of the district hut 
preferably a man who had demonstrated 
his ability as a municipal executive 
through h service as the successful 
mavor of some other, citv of not less 
th an 50.000 inhabitants. 

This is the German plan and it lias 
given to German cities the hot munici¬ 
pal mini ini st ration to he found anywhere 
in the world. The great cities of Ber¬ 
lin. Lcipdc and Frankfoit would not 
think of confining their choice for may¬ 
or to their own citizens. Their practice 
i» to call a man who has had a record 
ot success in smaller towns, just as a 
great American university may call to 
ns presidency a man who has demon¬ 
strated his ability in a smaller insimi- 
1 lion. 

Admiral Chadwick, in a recent address 
be lore tile Am. League of AI uuicipa li¬ 
lies, said that there saou.d be a scaool 
tor Mayors in mis country where men 
can be trained lit mumcipal administra¬ 
tion and call become suited m Mini Kind 
ot worn as in any ui the r eg it.nr pro- 
lcssioiis. there is much of wi.-dom m 
tuts suggestion, 

in uus country we try all sorts ot 
men as mayors and u we secuie a good 
one by our Imp-hazard method ui ciioos- 
uig consider ourscncs lucky, when if 
wc would we could have a go.d one ail 
the time. Of course we cannot obtain 
Midi a mayor as those in G.rm.uy by , 
any of tlie present political untliod.* of 
selection but must adopt the way uf J 
choosing which is in vogue there. \\ c 
must select our mayors as we would 
our doctors, lawyers, ministers or heads 
of corporations, not because they are 
good fellows and belong to the same po¬ 
litical party that wc do, or have done us 
or our parly st me special service which 
according to our code do erve- some 
reward of a p-cuniary sort, though it 
he at tlie cxpunc ot the taxpayers and 
the people generally, but b*cause they 
are especially fitted and tl.eirou,lily 
trained for just that work, because buy 
have given years of study and p notice | 
to the science ami problems of munici¬ 
pal government and are prepared to 
serve well and tai.hm ly. 

The Ci uc.pt oa ot ’ocal rip oscilla¬ 
tion by ward able men lias become en¬ 
tirely inappacab e to the mod su city. 
In our own city the identity of the ward 
aldermen as *uch is completely lost 
sight of. The interests of every ciii/cii 
are not, a> of old, in a panieul.tr well 
near his own house but m a system mi 
public water supply perhaps 20 m 4u 
miles away, not e*pcc«a!!y in the side¬ 
walk or road in from of hi> own house 
but iu the good condition and efficient 
operation of a net work of electric and 
steam railroad* which carry him to and 
from his busines* and wherever else he 
wants to go and bring mm food and fuel

Mayor Hutchinson's inaugural con¬ 
tains few direct recommendations, but 
the few are directly to the point. Every 
tax payer will endorse the suggestion 
that there should be no increase in the 
city indebtedness and the other self evi¬ 
dent truths as stated by the mayor will 
be received with equal satisfaction. We 
are pleased to sec a recommendation 
that the absurd water meter rental be 
eliminated and now that two mayors 
have formally approved this action it is 
possible that the board of aldermen may 
realize that it is a matter which has 
some merit. We can see no good reason 
why there should be a change in our 
city charier at the present time. To our 
certain knowledge the affairs of the 
•city are working as harmoniously and 
with less friction than ^t any time in 
the history of the city, and until there 
is something tangible to be corrected 
Newton does not need to join in the 
present popular cry for charter reform. 
Because President Eliot says “Munici¬ 
pal government in the United States 
has nowhere becit successful” does not 
justify us in changing from a system 
which seems to fit our peculiar needs, 
to one which may be ideal in theory. 
When a new city charter is really need¬ 
ed it should receive the most careful 
consideration, and in our opinion should 
come nearer to the tax payer instead of 
trending away from him. 


The administration of Mayor Warren 
which has just closed is remarkable for 
the number of new school houses au¬ 
thorized, the adoption of the idea of a 
Technical High School education and 
the exceeding large appropriations for 
school house purposes, more than a half 
million dollars. The abandonment of 
the contract system in the work of street 
watering and in the removal of ashes 
and waste, was also brought about under 
the direction of Mayor Warren, and 
while the cost has increased, the ser¬ 
vice has been far more satisfactory and 
well worth the money. In other direc¬ 
tions the city affairs have moved 
-mootlily and with little friction. In 
many respects Mr. Warren has greatly 
improved the methods of transacting 
municipal affairs and has been a splen¬ 
did executive, worthily maintaining the 
high standard which Newton demands 
and receives front its chief municipal 
officer.

Mr. Pickard Buried 


The funeral of ex-mayor Edward L. 
Pickard was held Tuesday afternoon in 
the Aulmrmlalc Congregational church, 
which was completely filled with mount¬ 
ing friends and relatives including 
Mayor Hutchinson and a committee of 
the hoard of aldermen. The pulpit was 
covered with beautiful floral tributes, 
and wreaths and flowers adorned the 
chancel rail A beautiful spray of roses 
lay on the casket. The services were in 
charge of Rev. Ch.ir’e-4 M. Southgate, 
the former pastor of the church, and a 
male quartet sang these selections— 
“God is Hove". "Jesus Saviour, Pilot 
Me" ami “Korevcr with the Lord." 

Mr. Southgate said in part:— 

We are all thinking of rite same 
things: how much we shall miss him. 
how thankful we arc that \vc have had 
him. Many words of praise might be 
spoken at this time. Mr. Pickard had 
won conspicuous success in business, 
and brave lessons could be drawn for 
young men, of industry, energy and in¬ 
tegrity, from the story of this one who 
had hewed his way to success in busi¬ 
ness. He bad broad conceptions of civic 
duty, well worth recalling; for such a 
spirit is the finest fame otir city boasts; 
not our hills and valleys and sweet 
waters, though these are fair; not our 
homes and mansions and broad estates, 
though these arc notable; not our 
schools and churches, though these are 
conspicuous for the spirit within them 
and the stateliness of their houses: but 
beyond all these, the characteristic which 
gives Newton its widest fame is the wil¬ 
lingness of its best citizens to devote 
themselves, with their highest attain¬ 
ments and much sacrifice, to public af¬ 
fairs. And he had received from the city 
the highest honors it could bestow. All 
these, and other distinctions deserve 
note. But if formal eulogy is lo he pro¬ 
nounced it must be by some other lips, 
and I believe it must be said in some 
other gathering than such as this. For 
here we all have one. thought: "lie was 
my friend, tender and true to me” 

Men are created with various qual¬ 
ities. sometimes in such fullness as to 
mark them as geniuses. Mr. Pickard had 
a genius for friendliness. Perhaps the 
finest tributes would come from those j 
little accustomed to addressing aiulien-; 
ces like this; from the poor and neglect¬ 
ed whom he had blessed:. from some 
child over whose sick bed he had bent, 
kissing the lad and telling him to have 
courage for it would come all right and 
he would see him through; from those 
to whom lie had reached out a hand to 
lift when they were clown. 

He had the courage of his humanity. 
The courage of his convictions, which 
were strong, but also the courage of his 
humanity. Tf he happened to be walking 
or riding with some distinguished guest 
and met n man for whom he had a word 
—to tell him to be sure and vote next 
Tuesday, or to go to the caucus Thurs¬ 
day, the man might be the poorest in

of Ins honest, hearty, cheery nature 
were turned into sweetness ancl strength. 
He was a good fighter, but his oppo¬ 
nents always knew where to find him. 
There was no venom in his opposition, 
and those who chanced to differ from 
him came out of the contest glad to say. 
as they do this day—that they had no 
touch of anger or sense of wrong. 

Other characteristics come to mind, 
some too sacred to dwell on here. The 
; hymn just sung brings to mind the Sun¬ 
day afternoons with the household to¬ 
gether for the hour of song in which 
this was a chief favorite. This church, 
with its fresh adornment, tells of his 
generous devotion. We think of him in 
his pew, eager to catch each word and 
always with a hearty greeting and ap¬ 
preciation for the minister at the close. 
We sec him in the social gatherings, 
shedding good-fellowship all around: 
in the prayer meeting, calling for fa¬ 
vorite hymns and putting in now ami 
then some shrewd word for the discuss¬ 
ion. Yes, we shall miss him, But it will 
surely be easier and more sure for each 
■ of us to live a life to make other* hap¬ 
pier and stronger, to fulfil for ourselves 
oiu “great task of happiness”; to give 
a lift when one is down; to make men 
1 glad that we have come their way and 
crossed their lives. For all this we re¬ 
member him and thank our God.

Women’s Clubs. 

Edited by Miss Grace M. Burt. 


A meeting of the Pierian Club was 
held at the home of Mrs. Albert Tem¬ 
per ly. Newton Centre, on Wednesday, 
Papers were read by Mrs. Churchill, 
Mr?, ilealv and Mrs. Hemphill. Mrs. 
Childs read an article on “The War of 
the Roses.’’ 

One of the most practical lectures 
of the year was that given by Mrs. Mar¬ 
garet .Delaiul before the Waban Wom¬ 
an's Club last Monday. Her subject was 
"The Duty of Happiness.” The club was 
entertained by Mrs. Clinton M. Hill of 
Windsor road. The hostess at the next 
meeting on Jan. 27, will lie Mrs. Fer¬ 
nando H. M ood. A play is to be read 
by members of the club on this after¬ 
noon. 

“Our Forest Problems and their Re¬ 
lation to- Social Welfare” was the sub¬ 
ject presented to the Social Science Club j 
bv Edwin A. Start, Secretary of the j 
Massachusetts Forestry Association, on j 
Wednesday morning. The interest which 
the women are taking in the subject, 
Mr. Start considered one of the most 
hopeful signs of the future. It is a new 
subject and to accomplish the desired 
results it must be taught to the rising : 
generation. Conservation of our natural 
resources should be taught instead of 
the reckless waste that has been going 
on since the settling of the country. These 
natural resources have been treated from 
the first as if they were inexhaustible 
and limitless. The work which Germany 
has done in building up domestic forests 
—a country with originally few natural 
resources—was highly commended. The 
United Stales on the other hand with 
resources second to none has wasted 
them prodigally. The life of the people 
rests upon the soil and the water and 
those in turn depend upon the forest, so 
it is a question of economics rather than 
one of sentiment. Foresters are at pres¬ 
ent talking business, for the life of the 
people is being endangered by the loss 
of the forests. The forests maintain and 
regulate the flow of the streams, pre¬ 
vent floods and drought, and establish 
the climate; for these reasons they are 
of the utmost value to the nation. The 
early settlers look upon the forests as 
an enemy that had to be got out of the 
wav. This feeling was handed down 
from father to son, which is doubtless 
, responsible in some degree for the dis¬ 
regard manifested toward the forests. 
When the timber supply began to dimin¬ 
ish in New England, the lumbermen 
pushed on to Michigan and the lake re¬ 
gion am! (lie supply there is now on the 
down grade. Our great source of supply 
today is in the far west and in the Gulf 
states. Forestry has ceased to be an ac¬ 
ademic question and lias become a very- 
practical, immediate and universal one, 
of interest to every community. A large 
portion of Massachusetts is at present 
non-productive where it might and 
>lioiikl be raising trees, Germany and 
Switzerland have considerable revenue 
from municipal forests. The state and 
the nation can take and control tracts 
; which individuals cannot. The United 
j States has already taken 150,000,000 
acres west of the Mississippi which will 
| soon be paying a handsome revenue. In 
[answer to the question, "How long the 
supply of timber will last"? Mr. Start 
staled that the very highest estimate 
possible not over thirty-three years, 
while others have said that it will he 
exhausted in a much shorter time. The 
supply of hard woods which are found 
chiefly in the Appalachian regions— 
from Maine to the Gull—will be ex¬ 
hausted in about 15 years and when it is 
gone tlie hardwood industries will have 
to go out of business. It takes forty 
years to reproduce a hardwood 
The only hope for the country is to 
bring these forests under state and nat¬ 
ional control, for it is impossible to ex¬ 
pect individual owners to protect them 
for future generations. In speaking of 
the new bill that has just been intro¬ 
duced into Congress he said that he hail 
no doubt that it will pass the Senate, 
but what will be done in the House is 
another matter. It is at present before 
the Committee on Agriculture. This com¬ 
mittee as made up last year was favor¬ 
able to the bill, but since the last Con¬ 
gress the committee has been recon¬ 
structed aiul men of the Middle West 
have been substituted for those who 
were favorable to the bill last year. Tlie 
chairman, Mr. Scott of Kansas, however, 
i? a pronounced friend of the cause and 
Congressman Weeks, who has just been 
put upon the committee, is another 
staunch advocate. In Mr. Start’s opin¬ 
ion the passage of the bill is a national 
ueec.v-.ity and involves a national justice. 
In speaking of the conditions in Mas¬ 
sachusetts lie said that the state has al¬ 
ready entered upon a state policy. Imt 
it ha? not as yet gone far enough. There 
is need of education of the young peo¬ 
ple in the fundamental principles of 
forestry In this slate there are nearly 
3,000,000 acres that are good for noth¬ 
ing else, and they should be producing 
something. Results cannot be accom¬ 
plished all at once, but we may set up 
an ideal and work toward it with the 
hope of its achievement in the future. 
Discussion followed the lecture.

and everything vise lie needs. In short 
his real interests are. in a majority of 
cases, not at all local, in the old sense, 
hut with every decade they grow wider 
and wider. 

Another very serious difficulty is the 
irrational boundaries of the municipal 
unit of taxation. Tims in lh»>ton and 
vicinity the community has learned that 
it is impossible to promote and carry on 
terns aiul park s> stems, throng the in¬ 
dependent action of 20 different muni¬ 
cipal organizations within 11 miles of 
the State House, and accordingly sep¬ 
arate Metropolitan commissions have 
been organized for these purposes. Ii 
has also been found impossible to prop¬ 
erly regulate public franchise corpora¬ 
tions by separate municipal action, each 
municipality working only within cer¬ 
tain named geographical boundaries. 
The state has therefore been called upon 
to provide such supervision. 

I’res. Ftiot sums ttp the causes of. or 
reasons for, municipal failure in the 
United States somewhat as follows: 

‘‘The original structure of the city 
government was ill suited to the work to 
l>e done amt municipal work has so 
changed since the American city govern¬ 
ment was constructed that a form of 
government, originally founded on a 
false analogy, has become less and less 
adapted to present functions. Secondly, 
city business being now much more 
elaborate, extensive and complicated 
than it was originally, inexperienced, 
frequently changing executive bodies, 
like sub-coinmittces of city legislative 
bodies, have become worse than useless, 
because the real business can only be 
done by experts. Third, llu* old idea of 
local representation am! local govern¬ 
ment is inapplicable to modern cities. 
Fourthly, the city taxpayers have lost 
control over the expenditure of the tax 
money they have paid in. Fifthly, the 
unit of area for taxation is so defined 
geographically that a jn«t system of tax 
ation has. in many cases, become im¬ 
possible and great wastes in the various 
branches of the city administration arc 
inevitable. Sixthly, the practice of cor¬ 
porations that need public franchises 
have been often corrupt, and finally, 
legislative remedies for these evils have 
been hindered by a false theory that a 
city ought to he an independent entitv 
managing all its own affair- and ac¬ 
cepting neither aid nor control from the 
state.” 

That city government has been a fail¬ 
ure is the verdict of most men. There 
has been a pessimissism almost enthu¬ 
siastic about the city and many cries for 
rcforni. Most men who class themselv¬ 
es with what is naively called the bet¬ 
ter clement have declared for reform 
but the tremendous difficulty is to agree 
on what reform i*. All men. for instance, 
say that cities should he run without 
graft and most men really believe it. All 
men say that citv government should he 
economically administered, that city 
business should he conducted a- any 
private business is coulttcUd. hut be¬ 
yond this differences begin and many 
who clamor the mo>t roudlv for rcforni 
clamor still more loud'y against it when 
they see it. Wc may say. ho.vev r, that 
everybody is for reform, provided it is 
proposed to reform somebody c's*. Out 
of this has groan confusion*, ard civic 
federations, purity leagues, and law and 
order leagues have been organized with 
out result. The good people who pro¬ 
posed these renudic* thought that the 
evils of tlie city were the evils o’ indi¬ 
viduals. of certain persons not associat¬ 
ed with the •better element.” 

The way of c-capc from eon fit don to 
efficiency lies in a recognition of the 
fact that wc must reform our -ystem 
before wc can reform our men. This is 
the lesson that Galveston learned in the 
face of its great calamity of 1900. in 
which 6$00 of its people perished and 
$ 19,001),000 worth of its property was 
destroyed in a single night, and which 
Dos Moines and other cities have learned 
from Galveston’s example. 

For more than six years now this new 
experiment in municipal government, 
tried by Galveston, has been closely 
watched and oilier cities are earnestly 
inquiring of it- success or failure. 

The Galveston Commission i- a body 
of 5 men. a mayor or general manager 
and four managers of particular depart¬ 
ments. All power resides in the Com¬ 
mission, a majority vote of the body i- 
final. The mayor i- presiding officer and 
general director of the affair- of the 
city but he has no power bevond hi- 
vote as commissioner. The commission¬ 
ers must also come to the hoard fur alt 
power to act. The departments are di¬ 
vided among the mem her- under these 
four head-Commissioner of Finance 
and Revenue. I Vice and Fire Commis¬ 
sioner, Commi'.-ioiier of Street- and 
Public Property, and Water Work- and 
Sewerage Commissioner.

Fir-t of all each ripre- 1 
sent- his department in the board Tlny 
outline it- policy there a- peciali-t- in 
its affair* and all qur-iinu* cone ruing 
it are referred to them for their opin¬ 
ion. Their superintendents under them 
take the management of the routine.

Where the office of alderman was a 
street joke or a disgrace the office of 
commissioner i- a high honor and ail 
absorbing pi romal interest for i hold¬ 
er. Good clean r* pi c-eiitative tin it, -nine 
of them wealthy, hold the position-.

have been obtained by straight, careful 
business methods such as any man would 
apply to his own affairs. 

The new system worked so efficiently 
in Galveston that her sister city. Hous¬ 
ton, wem to the Legislature two year- 
ago for a charter to enable it to repeat 
the experiment. In Houston result- quite 
comparable to those in Galveston have 
followed the adoption of the centralized 
scheme, in fact, the more one examines 
llu* way municipal business is conducted 
in these cities the more apparent be¬ 
comes the truth of Lord Salisbury's re¬ 
mark that "three men around a table 
can settle am* question”, in this case 
even the question of municipal efficiency 
The sober facts arc that under the new 
charter Houston, in less than two years 
has reduced taxation from $2 on the 
hundred t.* $1>*0 and that it has cancell¬ 
ed a final ing debt of nearly $.100,000 and 
paid off nearly $200,1 VY) more of imleht- 
in the form of street paving cer¬ 
tificates, water supply debts, etc. The 
engineer say- that the cost of run¬ 
ning his office is about half ns much a- 
tinder the old order, for this reason: 
Under tlie old regime every Alderman in 
order to make a showing for his own 
constituents, would get through the 
Council ordinances requiring the engi¬ 
neering department to prepan’ plan.- and 
-pccifications for vast amounts of work, 
with no expectation that the work woti'd 
he actually performed. In one year his 
ffice prepared plans ami specifications 
or more than three million dollars’ 
worth of street improvements, when 
only $250,000 worth was actually done. 

~o a needlesslv large force of draughts¬ 
men was required and occasionally eon- 
ore let oil specification* perfunc¬ 
torily prepared without expectation that 
they would lie used, and the city’s in¬ 
terests suffered. Now there is no temp¬ 
tation in pluv to the galleries. The city’s 
Hoard of Directors knows how much 
work can he done. It has no object in cal¬ 
ling for plans for more. It is responsible, 
not to the wards, hut to the city as a 
whole. 

This desire on the part of Aldermen 
to make a showing for their home 
wards is a familiar and sinister phe¬ 
nomenon in American cities. As a rule, 
the ward alderman i* much more inter¬ 
ested in "getting things” for his constit¬ 
uents—street paving, lights, patronage, 
and what-not—than lie is in doing things 
for the city at large. 

Formerly Houston was divided into 
-ix wards and there were two aldermen 
from each ward. There was a multiplic¬ 
ity of other elective officers, half a doz¬ 
en or more, beside- the aldermen. It 
was impossible to hold so many account¬ 
able for the conduct of their officers. 
Now the ward lines are abolished, the 
five commissioners arc elected at large 
and the other city officers are appointed 
by the mayor and may lie removed by 
him at will, except the comptroller who 
i- elected by the council and to that 
body alone i- responsible. If things go 
wrong it is easy to fix the blame on the 
ma»«u in mu; of hi- 4 t--M.'U1t- "If 
wt should grow careless", a Houston 
man said, "and allow incompetent or 
dishonest men to he elected, we w«n»jr 
at lea-t have this advantage.—it's eas¬ 
ier to watch five thieves than fifteen'. 
Nut Ihc thieves aren't likely to he elect¬ 
ed. 

The new charter makes office holding 
attractive to the competent man. IL 
removing hampering restrictions that 
usually surround city officials it enable* 
him to get better results. This is the di 
rect testimony of leading men in these 
cities where the experiment is being 
tried and it is common sense too. 

Galveston nominated, by petition rf 
a majority of her voter-, tlie suite hoard 
that have served her so well tor six 
wars and they were elected last May 
bv an almost unanimous vote. The may¬ 
or aml_ commissioners of Houston r’c- 
caved /fi per cent of tlie entire vote for 
re-election, the entire opposition receiv¬ 
ing only 24 per cent. 

There are striking though minor di¬ 
vergencies between the charters of the 
two cities. Thus the mayor, president 
and commissioners of Galveston are 
paid small salaries t ilic mayor and pro* 
idem $2000 and the commissioners 
$1200. each} and they are not expected 
to giM their entire time to % iho work. 
Tluir functions are like those >>t dire, 
furs mi a private corporation. They 
meet at night, discuss lju* city's affair* 
and agree on a policy. The appointive 
Is of departments are held rc.-pou- 
fur re-ult-. In Houston, on the 
other hand, the official- are paid larger 
silane* (the mayor $4(HKI and the c<un- 
mi-doners $24(Hi each) and the charter 
requires them tu give all their time t*. 
the work. 

It i- hardly a wonder that in view of 
the actual remits accomplished in so 
-Imn a time that other Texas cities an . 
to!lowing in the wake of Houston and 1 11 
Ga.vc-ton. Ten other cities in Texa- 
including Dallas. Ft. Worth. Wno 
Ait-tin, the Mate capital and FI Pa-. . 
h:t\e adopted the plan. From these it j* 
finding it- way north to the region ..f 
gruat citie- >ucli as Haiti more, St. Fern¬ 
and lie- .Moines, la.

Des Moines has gone ahead of Gal¬ 
veston; she has all that Galveston lias, I 
so far as charters go, and more; she has 
a system that is far more democratic, far 
more radical than Galveston or any other 
city in tin United Stale- for that matter. ! 
Des Moines has abandoned wards.! 
hoard- and alt that ami has a commis¬ 
sion like Gahcston. in which the legis¬ 
lative. administrative and executive 
functions are all centred, but she has 
other things, more democratic things. 
She ha> the recall, initiative and the 
referendum, including the compulsory 
reference of all franchises to the peo¬ 
ple, Thi- i< the great achievement of Des 
Moines; here at Iasi is a chance for true 
democracy. I i the hoard passes an ordi¬ 
nance which i- not to the satisfaction of 
the people they can compel its reference 
to them, they can vote on it and either 
approve or disapprove of it. This is the 
veto povvir retained by the people them¬ 
selves.—far hotter than the veto power 
ill the hands of a mayor or even a gov¬ 
ernor. The people too. if the hoard will ■ 
not pass such legislation as the people ' 
want, can themselves initiate such legis¬ 
lation. This is the old New Fngluud 
town meeting on a large scale. If any | 
of the commissioners arc faithless to 
j their trust the people may recall him. 
that is. remove and discharge him, far 
better than to have the removal power 
in die hands of a governor, thus the city 
official is at all times under the control 
of the people. 

Another provision <»f perhaps the most | 
importance in the Des Moines charter 
is that which provides for non-partizan ■ 
nominations anti elections of municipal 
officers. Out there they have adopted 
and incorporated into tluir charter the 
principle that a city official should he 
chosen with reference to his views nti 
city questions anil not on state ami nat¬ 
ional questions. The party system car¬ 
ried down into the citie- lias been the 
real bulwark of municipal corruption 
and inefficiency. The party boss will sub¬ 
scribe to any view on the tariff provided 
you will permit him to tell you whom 
to you- for. Party bosses and party ma¬ 
chines. franchise corporations and all 
their parasites have long in reality been 
non-partisan; now that the people are 
becoming non-partisan they will come 
into their own. 

The commissioners are elected at 
large. Kach citizen votes for all five can¬ 
didates, instead of voting for only a 
part of them as under the old svstem. 
rite commissioners, having to depend 
upon votes from all portions of the city, 
will consider the needs of the whole city 
rather than the needs of a particular 
section which they desire to benefit for 
the purpose of securing political support 
as a means of keeping themselves in 
office. 

The commissioners receive such a sal¬ 
ary that men of ability and honesty will 
devote their whole time to the affairs 
of the city. They cannot, while serving, 
he interested directly or indirectly in 
any contract with the city or with’any 
public service corporation, -mil as water 
telephone of street car companies. This 
last provision insures due eon-adoration 
for the rights of the people and prevents 
corporations from obtaining, by an in¬ 
direct method, an infim-ucc over tlie 
action of the city council. 

Civil service is made a prominent 
feature of this law : honesty and ability 
are the qualifications demanded of em¬ 
ployees. The question of their political 
-trenglh is not considered. 

The Des Moines plan prescribes a 
-evere punishment for attempting to 
form a political combination or for us¬ 
ing. directIv or indirectly, political iti- 
ilucncc ii^ the inierc-i of any person <»r 
persons. This makes machine politics im¬ 
possible. 
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All officials must, after election, pub¬ 
lish a sworn, itemized statemcul of their 
campaign expenses. 

All persons are prohibited from accep- 
tiiig any money or other compeu.-ati<in 
for services rendered a candidate. 

A uniform system of accounting is 
automatically created hv the provision 
calling for complete publicity. through 
ills' local press, of all matters of a finan¬ 
cial nature to he considered hv the hoard 
and fur an annual auditing of the hooks 
of each department. 

Perhaps the Des Moines plan is de¬ 
fective in one way and that i>, that by 
iL men have to become candidates them¬ 
selves and this is not altogether in the 
-pint of true democracy. The people 
-luuthl propose their own nominees by 
petition but the Des Motile- plan, in 
recognizing the principle of nou-parti- 
-an-hip in municipal affairs Ins struck 
the key-note of real reform. 

It is sometimes alleged that comniis- 
-ions of this kind are undemocratic, that 
they escape from the control uf the peo¬ 
ple and become arbitrary and iuconsid- 
rate in their method- ami manner? hut 
it must he remembered that every 
ommissiou a- well as every complete 
| citv government acts under a state char¬ 
ter which defines its duties an l power.- 
and therefore proceeds from the pe«»- 
I pie and, a> ha- already been said, there 
are other available means of procuring 
direct expressions of the will of the peo¬ 
ple beside- the ,-ucc*.ivu elections *if 
member- of -itch commissions who I 
-liouhl be elected lor ! mg terms, and 1 
thv>e are the initiative, die referendum 
and the recall. There are oilier indirect 
method- of bringing the opinions and 
wi?hc- iif the people to bear upon -itch 
coimni'-iou-. -uch a-, annual reports, 
the public pres- and the method of pub¬ 
lic hearing-. 

Now what reason have we to believe 
that the change of form will be accom¬ 
panied by the -election of m >re Mutable 
nn ii in conduct the new government? In 
tlte fir-t.place, the four or live nun who 
Would comp i-e -ucli a o mmi-Mon vvould 
each have a considerable amount of 
power and direct rc-pon-ibility and 
united would have all the power. Finch 
inan- l* rm of -eryice would he at least 
live year- long so that he would have 
ample time to prove his quality ami de¬ 
monstrate hi- u-efulm to the commu¬ 
nity Whenever this method ha- been 
anplieil. a- a matter of fact, a superior 
da-- «>f men lias at once appeared 
When th. school committee of St. Lotus 
wa- reduced to 12 men, to whom were 
•onfidvd large powers ami more public 
nmuev than had ever been appropriated 
for -cli*ml jmrjio-. ;m admirab’e hoard 
wa- immediately chosen and the high 
quality ha- been maintained. In Galve- 
tou a- -mu as the conlrn] of the citv was 
placed, be the new charter in the hand¬ 
'd fiv imn suitable men were found to 
do th*’ work, although the citv vva- near¬ 
ly Innkrnnt at tin* time. In llo-utn the 
quality of the various coiniui—ions ha- 
heeu tmifornily good and the work of 
these coimui—ions and board- i- bv far 
the hc.-t municipal work done in Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Witness the work of the Metropolitan 


Water Hoard, the Metropolitan Park J 
Commission, the Finance Commission, | 
the Railroad Commission, and others. 

As soon as the Hoston School Com- I 
init tee yvas reduced front 24 to -5, it was 
found possible to gel 5 competent men 
to do the yvork. If the standard of the 
service is high, able men will he at¬ 
tracted to the service. There arc always 
plenty of good candidates for offices 
with yvhieh gti power, responsibility and 
public consideration. That aldermen 
and common councilmett in nnr large 
cities have fallen into contempt i* a mis¬ 
fortune for it makes it extremely diffi¬ 
cult In induce desirable citizens to 
serve. Larger functions in fewer hands 
will, im doubt, command the services of 
better men, honest, efficient and public 
spirited. 

It vvould be rash to say that the Gal* 
ve-lon form of government would be 
the exact form of future city govern¬ 
ment in the United States. It must very 
likely he adjusted to conditions in oth¬ 
er cities but details are not important 
now. The question i> simply one of 
principle. Is an elective commission, 
composed of department heads, tlie 
proper form of government for Ameri¬ 
can cities? 

The idea is by no means new. For 
several centuries it has been a world 
famous success in the management of j 
the American town, for the Xcvv Fug- 
la nd selectmen arc nothing more nr less 1 
than a commission of three, chosen at i 
large and operating hv majority vote. I 
like the Galveston and other boards. 

It certainly deserves our immediate 1 
and careful consideration. City govern¬ 
ment has gone rotten in the United , 
States. One dollar out of every ten 
earned bv the dwellers in the great city | 
is taken over bv a citv official. We need 
not keep the administration of the citv 
in the hands of the inefficient, the dull 
or I lie criminal unless we will. 

The commission plan succeeds because 
it strikes directly at the political mid¬ 
dleman ami sweeps a wav the whole or¬ 
ganization of ward politics. It is simply 
an adaptation to city conditions of the 
Xcvv Fngluud town plan of government 
I tv town meeting and electa! selectmen. 
The Municipal Commission is an elected 
hoard of heads of departments, directly 
nominated and directly elected hv the 
people, and. therefore directly responsi¬ 
ble to the people. There is no unneces¬ 
sary machinery. 

Here, in simple, straightforward, di¬ 
rect. popular action, a consistently dem¬ 
ocratic plan is one possible salvation of 
American municipal ifc. Xot ingenious 
machinery lnu a free opportunity for the 
people to express their will ami to gov¬ 
ern themselves—uncomplicated democ¬ 
racy—therein lies our hope. 

And so we may say that, as far as 
charters and paper laws go. the way to 
municipal reform lies along these lines. 

I. A charter that provides simply and 
directly for a few responsible officials, 
with a mayor and a small legislative or 
councilmaiiie hoard chosen from the city 
at large without reference to ( wards. 

II. Xon-parusnn nominations and 
elections. 

III. The initiative and the referen¬ 
dum. including the submission of all 
franchises to the people. 

IV. The recall. 

V. The merit system for all employ¬ 
ee- other than heads of departments; 
and 

VL Complete publicity with a uni¬ 
form system of accounting. 

With such a charter a city would be 
free to realize itself; it would be a city 
for the people: it would be a city in 
which each man would have a chance 
to develop his own life and powers; it 
would be a city in which, above all. spe¬ 
cial privilege, the great foe to equality 
and brotherhood, vvoifld he abolished. It 
would lie, in a word, a democratic—an 
American—city, the ideal city of which 
men have dreamed since time began.

TELEPHONE TALKS 


Relieving that exact knowledge promotes co-operation, the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company Is publishing a series of brief 
expositions of some phases of telephony, for the benefit 
of Itself, and, as It hopes, for the benefit of all 
telephone users. 


THE ART OF TELEPHONING 

Every day some subscriber asks the 
New England Company what he can do 
personally to get most satisfactory re¬ 
sults with the telephone. The answer, put 
briefly, is this: Look up numbers before 
calling “Central;” be prompt about ans¬ 
wering your own telephone bell when it 
rings; take pains in speaking. 

The necessity for looking up telephone 
numbers is obvious. With the rapidly in¬ 
creasing list of subscribers connected 
with each exchange, it would be impossi¬ 
ble for operators to identify everybody’s 
line from his name. Giving “Central” 
the number you wish correctly and dis¬ 
tinctly to start with saves time and er¬ 
rors. 

The desirability of answering prompt¬ 
ly is also evident. It the operator re¬ 
ceives no response after ringing at reg¬ 
ular intervals during a minute and a half 
or two minutes, sire reports, “They don't 
answer.” Even at a little inconvenience 
it is better to respond to the first call of 
the bell than to run the risk of losing 
what may be an important communica¬ 
tion and causing the person who rings 
you up, as well as yourself, distress or 
annoyance. 

Conversing well by telephone is some¬ 
thing of an art, but it is one easily ac¬ 
quired. To be able to talk clearly and j 
agreeably over the wire is as positive 
an asset in business and as valuable an j 
accomplishment in social life as is good 
personal appearance in a face-to-face in¬ 
terview. Being invisible to the person 
with whom you are speaking, the im¬ 
pression you make depends very large¬ 
ly on the-quality of your voice when it 
reaches the other end of the line. 

In telephoning to a person in your own 
town you will get the clearest transmis¬ 
sion if yQU speak in an ordinary conver¬ 
sational tone. In fact, the tone shott' 
a shade lower rather than higher than

nation to serve and of individual honor. 

If there be now required an average 
in each week of two hours from each of 
our twenty-one Aldermen that is a total 
■of forty-two hours, if the same time 
were required from each of the seven 
Aldermen it would be a total of four¬ 
teen hours, or one-third, and although 
I speak of from an experience of only 
three years in the Board, I believe that 
in the fewer hours of actual service as 
much would L>e accomplished and as 
well. 

To bring about changes in the two 
Boards such as l have suggestd, would 
mean first careful consideration discus¬ 
sion and decision on your part, then an 
appeal to the legislature-fort he neces¬ 
sary change in our charter.this to be 
referred to a committee with hearings, 
and if finally passed it would doubtless 
lie with the condition that it go to our 
voters on a referendum. As 1 am confi¬ 
dent that in this final reference it would 
lie favorably passed upon I recommend 
llie introduction of ail order in yofir 
Board to this effect. 

The physical assets of our city are in 
the usual excellent condition. Construc¬ 
tion work is in process. The School 
houses at Nonnntum and Xewton High¬ 
lands are nearing completion, and work, 
upon the sewer extensions is going for¬ 
ward. Our highways and our trees de¬ 
mand and receive constant and expert 
treatment, the desirability of Xewton as 
a place of residence being greatly en¬ 
hanced ami favorably commented upon 
because of the care so liberally bestowed 
upon these features. ■ 

The enlargement of our water system 
having become imperative the work ne¬ 
cessary for an increased supply will be 
commenced as early in the Spring as 
possible, ibis being fully planned and 
provided for. 

The matter of a re-adjustment of 
water rates was considered by the Board 
of Aldermen of 1907, but the order was 
not adopted. 1 have been carefully u*er 
the figures in conned km with this de¬ 
partment, and deem it advisable to now 
recommend the elimination of the ren¬ 
tal charges on -water meters. 

The charges for meters under our 
method of water distribution may have 
been originally justifiable, but I can see 
no good business reason why now the 
purchasers of this necessity should be 
expected to pav rental for the use of the 
device with which it shall be measured. 


that you use in ordinary conversation. 
For long distance talking the voice 
sivmld i»e a little louder that it is when 
you speak to sonic one in the same room 
with you, but it should never even ap¬ 
proach shouting, which causes the. dia¬ 
phragm in the transmitter to vibrate so 
fast that your words are likely to be 
jumbled when they arc reproduced in 
the listener’s receiver. If you cannot 
make yourself heard without too great 
an effort, signal your operator and she 
will do anything she can to remedy the 
difficulty. 

Pronounce your words distinctly and not 
too rapidly. A telephone conversation 
generally lacks the pauses of face-to-faci 
talk, so it should be slower to give a 
chance to catch the full meaning of each 
sentence. Above all, speak directly into 
the transmitter, with your lips close tc 
the mouthpiece, and “throw” your voice, 
that is to say, do not “talk from the 
chest,” which smothers your words, but 
force your breath from the mouth as 
you speak. The telephone instrument is 
designed to he used this way in order 
that it may be made, to exclude, so far 
as possible, the miscellaneous noises 
within a building or from the street. If 
your voice docs not go directly into the 
transmitter it will not be reproduced 
with full distinctness. 

“Desk sets” are sometimes uncon¬ 
sciously misused in ways that affect 
their efficiency. They are likely not to 
“talk up" properly if the\ are turned 
| almost upside down in order that the 
speaker may lie back in his chair whih 
lie converses, for instance. The angle ai 
which the instrument works best is fix¬ 
ed by the thumb screw at the top of the 
stand, which allows some /iriation 
Furthermore, (lit in**mncnt is made to i 
stand on a desk, table. Jiclf >r some 
such hollow framework when 't is in 
use and will gain resonance if it is so 
placed. 


It is not necessary to serve the city 
either as Alderman or Mayor to become 
convinced of the excellence of our sev¬ 
eral city departments, but otir apprecia¬ 
tion because of the opportunity for more 
intimate knowledge is in an increased 
degree. The departments are well organ¬ 
ized, and under the control of honest, 
competent and deeply interested heads. 
It should be acknowledged that this is 
an important factor, is in fact a great in¬ 
ducement, in the favorable considera¬ 
tion of a nomination for any elective 
office' in our municipal government. 

The oal.li of office which you have 
taken, and which 1 have taken is very 
definite and very clear. It means that in 
all localities, to an people, and in all ; 
cases, we shall impartially discharge 
and perform all the duties incumbent up¬ 
on u>. Regarding the sale of intoxicat¬ 
ing liquors, hail the majority vole at 
our recent election been for License, it 
would have been expected that liaises 
would be issued, and they would have 
been, and the holders would have been 
legally protected. But the majority vote 
was for Xo License, and it is now ex¬ 
pected that wc will execute the provis¬ 
ions of the law in accordance with the 
Voters expression of preference. 

In this matter there should be no 
doubt ns to the clearly defined duties of 
our citizens in their allegiance, of our 
departments in their co-operation, of the 
members Df this Board in their support 
of the statutes, and of the Mayor as the 
chief executive. Neither should there 
he any doubt as to the decidedly benefi¬ 
cial results ultimately to he enjoyed 
from a self-respecting, dignified and 
cheerful compliance with a law the ad¬ 
ministration of which is in our own 
hands, and which relates to this not un¬ 
important element of our community 
life. 

I have said that collectively we com¬ 
prise the City Government of Newton. 

I ask yon as we are here assembled to 
consider, ami to fully realize, that we 
have been individually selected to assist 
in governing as tine a municipality ma¬ 
terially, ami in constituency, as there is 
in the laud. 

We are inaugurated I believe without 
a question existing in the minds of any 
thoughtful citizen as to the honorable 
motives of our public service. 

We are privileged to follow a success¬ 
ion of city governments upon which 
there is bestowed only praise for duties 
faithfully performed, with such condi¬ 
tion to continue as long as each body is 
composed of men whose ambitious ami 
preferences are evidenced in their work¬ 
ing with serious questions of govern¬ 


ment rather than playing with question¬ 
able intrigues of policy. 

I am conscious of the example of my 
diatc predecessor, one who now ends an 
diatc predecessor, one who no wends an 
official administration of painstaking de¬ 
votion, industry and efficiency. I am now, 
and am sure shall be more, conscious 
of the individual and combined excell¬ 
ence of this Board of Aldermen, 1 am 
confident that we shall take up our du¬ 
ties, the experienced and the inexper¬ 
ienced, hopefully, patiently, with our ef¬ 
forts directed to the making of an ack' 
nowlcdgcd record for our city and for 
ourselves, enviable because creditable, 
satisfying because of good repute.

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STREET RAILWAYS 

President Richards Gives Facts 
and Figures 


Recently, when l invited a number of 
gentlemen, representing the towns ami 
cities to the north of the Boston & Al¬ 
bany Railroad, served by sonic of our 
street railway systems to meet me. otic 
of the parties invited replied that lie did 
not think it was proper for a City or 
Town official to meet officials of Public 
Service Corporations on occasions like 
this. I hope that I have not cmbarassctl 
any of you gentlemen by asking you to 
he present tonight. I not only think it 
is proper. Init desirable, for gentlemen 
representing communities, as you do. to 
meet the representatives of corporations 
serving vour territory, in order that 
matters of mutual importance may he 
duly considered, to the advantage of all. 

It may he true that the attitude of the 
public, in the past, ami the character of 
legislation enacted, would lead cue to 
inter that the interests of public service 
corporations and the communities were 
absolutely different. 1 contend, however, 
that up to a certain point, at least, their 
interests are absolutely identical, and I 
think the time will arrive—if it is not 
already here—when the majority of the 
public will realize that fact, and the 
sooner that principle is recognized, by 
both the corporations and public, the 
better it will be for all concerned. 

It is of the utmost importance to any 
community that it should receive from 
the public service corporation serving it. 
the very best accommodations, and. the 
more successful a corporation is, the 
better service it will be in a position to 
render, and if good service is not ren¬ 
dered by a corporation that is success¬ 
ful, then the public not only can demand, 
but obtain, the service that the commu¬ 
nity served is entitled to. 

On the other hand, an unsuccessful 
corporation, no matter what its desires 
may be. is not in a financial position to 
render the accommodations that it would 
like to or that the public have a right to 
expect. Poor service from unsuccessful 
enterprises is as sure to follow as the 
sun is to rise and set. 

Therefore, it seems to me that when 
public convenience and necessity require 
the services of a corporation—whether 
it be lighting, transportation or any¬ 
thing else—it is poor economy for any 
community to restrict or embarrass the 
corporation with unnecessary hurcl—• 
and thereby make it difficult for 
corporation to be successful, for by so 
doing, the very objects for which *' 
franchise was granted will be defeated. 

I believe the public, as a whole, are 
fair and willing that capital invested in 
public service corporations should re¬ 
ceive a reasonable return, but the 
trouble is the public, as a rule, do not 
understand the facts relating to the com¬ 
panies. for which, in my opinion, the 
companies themselves are at fault for 
not having, in the past, taken the public 
into their confidence and acquainted 
them with the facts. 

Personally, I am a believer in pub¬ 
licity. The more the public knows about 
the corporations serving them, the bel¬ 
ter it will be for both the public and the 
company: and l want to say right here 
that the public is welcome to, anil I will 
be glad to give them, any information 
about the fifteen (more or less) public 
service corporations with which I am 
connected. As perhaps sonic of you know 
it L on that basis that we have met the 
public the past few years in matters re¬ 
lating to the Gas Companies of Boston, 
and 1 think the results have been, by 
comparison, reasonably satisfactory to 
all concerned. Said results, summed up. 
mean a saving to Boston in their gas 
bills, of over $£00,000 this year, as com¬ 
pared with their bills two years ago, and 
to the company a prosperous business 
and the confidence of the public, which 
is the most valuable as>et a public ser¬ 
vice corporation can have. 

To make a public service corporation 
a sued*'s—which means it must be mu¬ 
tually beneficial to the public, the em¬ 
ployees and the investors—the chief ex¬ 
ecutive mu>t have, not only the asMStance 
of hi* Directors and the loyal support 
of the employees bin, also, the confi¬ 
dence and hearty co-operation of the 
public. 

It wa- not my intention to make any 
extended remarks tonight regarding 
public service corporation?, and their re¬ 
lation- with the communities served by 
them, but i did want to meet you gen¬ 
tlemen to place before you. in a* candid 
a manner as possible, the street railway 
problem, in which we are all interested 
from one point or another. I want to 
'tatc some facts about the Companic: 
serving the communities represented by 
you, and 1 can assure you that some of 
the things that I .-hall have lo say are 
as di.-agreeable and unpleasant to me 
a?' i imagine they will be to you; but t 
want to have y*u be a.- frank with me 
ai | -hall he with you. in stating your 
opinions as to the remedie for existing 
conditions. 

The figures that 1 have before pk aiw 
from the sworn reports to the Railroad 
Commissioners for the year ending Sep¬ 
tember 30th, 1907, and show the net 
earnings or losses as the case ina> be. 


for all of the Street Railways in the 
State of Massachusetts. 

Out of the 83 operating roads in the 
State, 47 paid no dividend during the 
year ending September 30th, 1907. The 
net earnings of these 47 roads for the 
year were $11,627.32, and their net dt 
licit for the period since they were hu'lr 
to September 30th, IW is $418,849.50. 
These roads have a capital, not includ¬ 
ing their bonded indebtedness and notes 
payable, of $9,838,075.00. 

This extremely poor showing wa: 
made during the most prosperous year, 
probably, that the State of Mas.ichu- 
setts ever had, and during a time -»1 >*i 
the railroads ought to have made «v 
good a showing as they ever wiP trj-.ke 
under existing conditions, but it must 
be apparent to you, as it is to me. tuat 
the existing conditions must lie changed 
in the comparatively near future, or the 
most of the 47 roads referred to wdl 
either stop operation or go *iito the 
hands of a Receiver. 

Of the remaining 36 roads in the 
State. 5 paid 2 per cent divident; 2 paid 
3 per cent divident; 2 paid 4 per cent 
dividend: 6 paid 5 per cent div'dend, 
and 21 paid 6 per cent, or more. 

I have called your attention to the 
condition of all of the street railways 
in the State of Massachusetts that you 
might realize that those serving the 
communities represented by you were 
not the only ones that were unprofitable 
from a financial standpoint. 

Now let us consider the roads in 
which you arc more directly int.-rested, 
and T refer to the Westboro’ & llop- 
kinton St. R\*. Natick & Cochituate St. 
Ry. Middlesex & Boston St. R\\ (for¬ 
merly the South Middlesex St. Ry.) 
Newton Street Ry., and the Newton & 
Boston St. Ry. Companies. 

The Westboro' & Hopkinton St. Ry. 
Co., has a paid net capital of $40,000.00. 
The amount of that capitalization was 
not changed during the past five years. 
The road has had no net divisible in¬ 
come during the last five years except 
for the year 1907. for which it showed 
a net divisible income of $540.48. The 
previous four years showed a deficit as 
follows:

The Natick & Cochituate St. Ry. has 
a paid net capital of $100,000.00. The 
amount of that capitalization was not 
changed during the last five years. The 
net divisible income or deficit during rhe 
past five years has been as follows:

The South Middlesex St. Ry. Co., was 
sold at auction by the Receiver on Au¬ 
gust 15th, 1907. Up to that date the cap¬ 
italization was $100,0(X).00. The road 
was re-organized under the name of the 
Middlesex & Boston St. Ry. Co., with 
a capitalization of $300,000.00. This road 
has paid no divident since 1901. The net 
divisible income for the past five years 
has been as follows:—

The Newton Street Ry. Co., has a 
paid net capital of $722,000.00. The 
amount of that capitalization has not 
been changed during the past four years. 
Five years ago the capitalization was 
$315,000.00. December 31st, 1903 the 

Newton Street Ry. Commonwealth 
Avenue St. Ry. Wellesley & Boston St. 
Ry. Companies were consolidated under 
the name of the Newton Street Railway 1 
Co., and the net capital of the latter 
company was increased to $722,000.00, 
being the total capitalization of the three 
companies that U. Commonwealth Ave¬ 
nue, $292,000, Wellesley «: Boston, 
$115,000.00: Newton Street, $315,000.00. 
The net divisible income during the last

Many citizens have stated in the past 
that the owners of these various prop¬ 
erties, even though some of them might 
be unprofitable, like the Newton & Bos¬ 
ton. could afford to carry the unprofit¬ 
able ones because there was enough 
money made from some of the other 
roads to enable them to do so. 

Now the facts arc. as you will sec 
from the figures that 1 have given you, 
that the roads taken as a whole arc un¬ 
profitable. 

During the past five years for the 
Westboro' & Hopkinton, Natick & Co- 
chituatc, South Middlesex and Newton 
& Boston St. Ry. Companies, and the 
past four years for the Newton Street 
Ry. Company the net deficit of the 5 
roads is $19,267.52, and for one year; 
that ending September 30th 10$7. for 
the above properties the net profit is 
$7,342.61. on an investment of $1,162,000 
It is percfectly evident that steps must 
be taken at once to either discontinue 
the operation of such a railroad, place 
it in the hands of a Receiver, or increase 
its net revenue. 

It is the desire of the Management to 
make every conceivable effort to bring 
about the desired result without the ne¬ 
cessity of increasing the unit of fare, 
ami therefore, as it is believed the pat¬ 
ronage docs not warrant as frequent 
service as is now being given on the 
Through Trunk Line operating over the 
Newton. Natick & Cochituate and South 
Middlesex St. Railways the Manage¬ 
ment has decided to change the sched¬ 
ule from a 15-minute to a 20-niimUc 
service, thereby saving an equivalent of 
the mileage daily of 2 cars. 

This will result in a straight 20-min¬ 
ute time all day between Newton and j 
South Framingham in place of a 15- 
mimitc schedule between Newton and

Natick, and a 30-mitiutc schedule be¬ 
tween Natick and South Framingham 
up to 12'30 P. M., after which there is 
now a !5-mimitc schedule. That is, be¬ 
tween Natick and South Framingham 
where there is now half-hour service 
from early morning until 12:30 P. M., 
and 15-minutc service after this time 
there will be straight 20-niimite service 
throughout the entire day, and whereas, 
between Newton and Natick there is 
straight 15-mimitc service now there will 
he 20-niinutc service throughout the en¬ 
tire day. 

Good connections will be maintained 
at South Framingham for cars to and 
front Hopkinton and Westboro’. Better 
connections will be maintained at Un¬ 
ion Square, Natick, with the cars on the 
cross-town lines.

Professor Krumpeln, the blind organ¬ 
ist and choir-master of the Central 
church, Jamaica Plain; was born in j 
London.

$2.00 A Day

Paper Stock Costs More 


Today there is general complaint 
among publishers that printing paper is 
constantly growing dearer, lit the Mid¬ 
dle West many local papers are raising 
their subscription price 50 per cent in 
order to pav for the paper. From the 
time when Gutenberg first used movable 
type, made of wood, to the present day 
of metropolitan papers, some of which 
consume the product of acres of spruce 
in a single edition, printing has in very 
large degree depended upon the forest. 

In the face of a threatened shortage 
of timber, the amount of wood consum¬ 
ed each year for pulp has increased since 
1899 from 2 million to 3 1-2 million 
cords. The year 1906 marked an increase 
of 93.000 cords in the imports of pulp- 
wood, the highest average value per 
cord for all kinds, and a consumption 
greater by 469,053 cords than that of 
any previous year. 

Spruce, the wood from which in 1899 
three-fourths of the pulp was manufac¬ 
tured, is still the leading wood, but it 
now produces a little less than 70 per 
cent of the total. How well spruce is 
suited to the manufacture of pulp is 
shown by the fact that during a period 
in which the total quantity of wood used 
has doubled ami many new woods have 
been introduced, the proportion of 
spruce pulp wood has remained near!;, 
constant m spite of the drains upon the 
spruce forests for other purposes. Dur¬ 
ing this time thre different woods, from 
widely separated regions, have m turn 
held the rank of leader in the lumber 
simply. 

Since 1899 poplar, which for years wa.-> 
used in connection with spruce to the 
exclusion of all other paper woods, has 
increased in total quantity less than 
100,01X1 cords, and is now outranked hy 
hemlock. P'ne. balsam, and cottonwood 
arc used in much smaller amounts. ! 

New York alone consumes each year 
over a million ami a quarter cords of 
wood in the manufacture of pulp, or 
more than twice as much as Maine, 
which ranks next. Wisconsin, New 
Hampshire, Pennsylvania, and Michi¬ 
gan follow in the order given. Sixty per 
cent of the wood used’in New \ork 
was imported from elsewhere, and even 
so the supply appears to. he waning, 
since the total consumption for the 
Slate shows a small decrease since 1905, 
whereas the other States named have all 
increased their consumption. Other 
Slates important in the production ot 
pulp are: Massachusetts. .Minnesota. 
Ohio, Oregon, Vermont. Virginia and 
West Virginia. 

The average cost of pulp delivered 
at the mill was $7.21. The total value of 
the wood con-mined in 1906 was $26,- 
■WO.tlOO. The chief item determining the 
price of paper is the cost of pulp. An 
example of the increased price ut paper 
is found in the case of a publisher of a 
daily in the Middle West, who recently 
paid $1,200 for a carload of paper. The 
.-ame quantity and grade of paper coal 
a Year ago bin $800. 

The chemical processes of paper nsak 
ing. which belter preserve the wood 
fiber, are paininv over the mechanical 
process. In 1899, 65 per cent of the wood 
was reduced bv the m< chanical process; 
in 190ft. less than 50 per cent. 

All imnortations of wood for pulp 
are from Gniadn and comprised, in, 
1906, 739.000 cords, nearly all of which

The new time tabic on the Boston & 
Albany railroad is creating no end of 
unfavorable comment by the travelling 
public. There is a loss of three trains 
from Newton into Boston and of four; 
trains out of Boston, three of these 
trains being omitted during the rush 
hours between 5 to 6.30 P. M. It is un¬ 
derstood that these changes were on 
recommendation of the railroad com¬ 
mission and to provide for intervals of 
five minutes between trains passing 
thru the “neck of the bottle" between 
the South Station and Trinity Place. If 
the new schedule can be kept with a fair 
degree oi accuracy, and the trains op¬ 
erated with enough cars, wc believe the 
public will be satisfied wtih the new 
conditions. There has been considerable 
complaint, however, this week that the 
accommodations were insufficient, many 
passengers standing, particularly in the 
smokers. The railroad officials state 
that their records show vacant scats on 
every train, with passengers standing 
in one car and refusing to move into 
the other cars where seats could be had. 
Possibly the worst feature from a New¬ 
ton standpoint is the deliberate lack of 
connections at Riverside on the Newton 
Circuit lines. A person desiring to go 
from a Newton station on the main line 
to any of the south side stations will 
find that his train reaches Riverside 
anywhere from one to ten minutes after 
a train has started on the Circuit 
branch. And the reverse is true on 
trains coming from the south side of the 
city failing to connect at Riverside with 
trains on the main line. We understand 
that the lack of trackage accommoda¬ 
tion? at Riverside is the reason given 
for this seemingly foolish schedule, 
and it is necessary to start one train out 
before the other can reach the station. 
While this mav be a railroad man’s view 
of the conditions, we do not believe the 
public will quietly acquiesce in the new 
state of affairs. " With ten trains miss¬ 
ing connections by way of the main line 
and twelve doing the same on trains 
coming via the circuit line, requiring 
passengers to wait from a half to a full 
hour for the succeeding train, it will be 
remarkable if some protest is not made 
to the Company and to the railroad 
commission. Another local feature of 
the new schedule is the delay to the 
mails, necessitating a postponement of 
the afternoon delivery in almost every 
village of nearly an hour. Tliis^ is 
caused solely by the lack of connections 
at Riverside. 

A public hearing will be given next 
Thursday at 10.30 A. M. by the Rail¬ 
road Commission, 20 Beacon street, 
Boston, on all complaints regarding poor 
service on the Boston & Albany and 
there should be a full attendance from 
this city. __ 


The report from Washington this 
week that the postal service of this city 
will be merged with Boston on July first 
i- received with indifference by the 
large majority of our resident-. Per¬ 
sonally we believe that the consolida¬ 
tion will be a step in the wrong direc¬ 
tion; particularly noticeable when Cap¬ 
tain Weeks retires from Congress, and 
more particularly noticeable when Bos¬ 
ton has a Democratic postmaster. Tlie 
loss ..f our postal identity will not tend 
t>- increase civic pride or that public 
spirit and interest in Newton _ affair? 
which has been so carefully fostered 
during the past few' years.

She would have the children taught the 
best poetry even if they do not as yet 
understand it. for they will absorb more 
than we realize and, in the course of 
time, the true, deeper meaning will 
dawn upon them. It makes little differ¬ 
ence what the children learn so lou~ as 
it i? of permanent value. Mrs. Egan 
read selections from the oldest and 
greatest ltook of poetry the world has 
known, the Psalms, and also some of 
the old hymns and asked. "What better! 
could we do than to fill the children's 
minds with such thoughts?" She also 
read from Byron. Wordsworth. Lanier 
and others, closing the morning with 
"The Marche? of Glynn” by Sidney 
Lanier. 

The Social Service Committee, of the 
N\-wton Centre Woman's Club will hold 
a public meeting on Wednesday evening 
January 29. at 7.45 in the chapel of the 
First Congregational church, Newton 
Centre, in the interest of the movement 
to control and eradicate the “Great 
White Plague."

Among attractive articles is a dining 
room set—a combination of three most 
popular appliances—a tea-kettle, coffee 
percolator and chafing dish. 

These are made without individual 
heating units, hut clamp on an electric 
stove. On this stove, bread may be 
toasted for the Welsh rarebit, which 
later is cooked in the chafing dish. 

Such a set as this is useful morning, 
noon and night. 

The baby milk warmer is more than 
its name implies. It should he ill every 
electrically equipped home in the city. 
Inside the outer receptacle tits an im¬ 
mersion coil with wooden handle and 
cord. Inside this coil is a glass bottle on 
which is a graduated measuring scale 
and a rubber nipple. This bottle is the 
same shape and size as those in which 
various prepared foods are sold .*o that 
in case it is broken the bottles of food 
may be heated equally well. 

The coil heats very rapidly, distribu¬ 
ting its heat all around the outside of 
the jar. In three minutes, the food is 
warmed. 

For the baby's bath the basin may be 
filled, and the coil pm in. l*y the time 
you are ready to proceed, the water is 
at the proper temperature. 

Sewing by electricity is one of the 
greatest comforts and conveniences of 
the age. All tiresome leg weariness and 
backache are things of the past if your 
sewing machine has an electric motor 
attached. These motors give you abso¬ 
lute control over the machine at all 
times, and do faster and belter work 
than when operated by foot power. Con¬ 
nection is made to an ordinary lamp 
socket, and a day’s sewing under these 
conditions is done with less effort than 
an hour or two of the ok! way. 

The electric heating pad is a device 
which wliep more thoroughly introduced 
lo tiie piddle will become one of the 
Inost popular of the household applian¬ 
ces. It takes the place of the old hot 
water bottle, and L vastly superior to 
It, The heal may -be regulated to any 
desired temperature, and maintained in¬ 
definitely. Danger of the pad overheat¬ 
ing is prevented by two thermostats. 
The pad is light and pliable, and may be 
wrapped about any part of the body. It 
relieves toothache, neuralgia and sim¬ 
ilar ailments better than any other 
method. 

The curling iron heater tor milady’s 
dresser is dainty, handy and quick. !t is 
inexpensive to buy. and cons so little 
to operate that it i* pot worth talking 
about. 

The electric iron Is probably the best 
known of all electric household appli¬ 
ances. Connection is made to a lamp 
socket. There is no tramping back and 
forth for hot iron?-, no scraping or wax¬ 
ing, nor is it necessary to shut out what 
breeze there may be on warm summer 
days. 

Ironing may be clone in any room in 
the house. If you need a hot iron, put 
in the plug and you have it. The heat 
i*. there, at the right temperature as long 
a- i. needed. When you are through, 
take out the plug—that is all. 

These and many other appliances may 
be used advantageously. There is the 
electric washing machine which does the 
family washing in one fourth the time 
required by the ruinous scrubbing board 
method. Articles such as curtains and 
laces which you would not think of 
putting on the scrubbing board can be 
washed safely in ilih machine mid best 
( j| all the servant will slay with the 
Washing Machine and Electric Iron. 

Available today as household helps 
are the electric meat chopper, electric 
fail for cool breeze in summer ami use 
it for polishing the silver in winter. 
Turn down lamps that save your money. 
Electric massage instruments and mim- 
t nms other devices which tend to com¬ 
fort at home. 

Wherever electricity i> put to work, it 
fulfils its mission in a quicker, cleaner 
and more sanitary way than wa„ ever 
before possible, ami this is particularly 
irue in its relation to heating and cook¬ 
ing

Mr. Brooks Dead 

Mr. Walter C. Brooks a prominent 
resident of Newton Centre, died Sat¬ 
urday morning at his home, 15 Laurel 
street, after a severe illness lasting sev¬ 
eral weeks. 

Walter Curtis Brooks was born in 
Hanover, Nov. 3, 1S54, son of Levi C 
and Angclinc Stetson (Curtis) Brooks. 
He was a descendant of William Brooks 
who came to New England from Eng¬ 
land in 1835. Mr. Curtis was educated 
in the old district schools of Hanover 
and in the Boston English high school. 

11 is father was killed in the Civil War 
and his mother now lives in Hanover. 
He came as a boy to Boston to attend 
the English High School, and later en¬ 
tered the employ of John Curtis, in 
North street, in the clothing business. 
Mr, Brooks, after some years with him. 
taught out ‘Mr. Curtis’s business ami 
continued it in the same place, later re¬ 
moving to Union street, where custom 
tailoring was made a feature of the bus¬ 
iness, from which eventually ready¬ 
made clothing was discontinued. 

After many years in Union street. Mr, 
Brooks moved up town to Milk street, 
occupying for some time the building 
on the site of Franklin’s birthplace. His 
business became an incorporated com¬ 
pany, some years ago, with Mr. Brooks 
as president of the company. 

Mr. Brooks was a member of the Art. 
Appalachian mountain and Newton chilis 
and the B. A. A. Ho was an attendant 
at the First Congregational church in 
Newton Centre. 

He was married to Miss Alice M. 
Harris, daughter of Hon. William (V 
Harris of Boston. Oct 13. 1880. He is 
survived by a wife and three children, 
Walter C. Brooks Jr.. Mrs. Amv Magin- 
iiis, wife of Charles 1). Magumis, a 
Boston architect and Miss Phyllis 
Brooks. 

The funeral took place Monday fore¬ 
noon at the family home, and was at¬ 
tended by many former associates in 
business and club life. 

The service was conducted by Rev. 
Rush Rhees, president of the Rochester 
university and an intimate friend of the 
late Mr. Brooks for many years. 

There were no flowers by request of 
the family and there was no music. The 
remains were cremated at Mt. Auburn 
and buried in Newton cemetery.

Tin 
lad had a imrry time for an hour or two 
with hi- companions. Finally the boy* 
skated lo die section of the lake near 
die Beacon street end of Lake avenue 
The Armstrong boy several-times skirt¬ 
ed a large open place where the water 
was 25 to 30 feet deep, ami the last lime 
he went near die eilge the ice broke ull 
around him. 

Hi, companions for a inomuet were 


loo rlazed to hardly realize what bad 
happened. As quickly as they recovered 
they ran to the street and to an ice 
house a short distance away to summon 
lie Ip. 

Several men who responded to the 
call for help tried to wade into the lake 
in an effort to recover the tadv, but they 
were forced back by the depth of the 
water and the hitter cold. While the po¬ 
lice were hurrying to the scene with 
grappling irons the body was recovered 
by a civilian. 

Medical Examiner West viewed the 
body and bad it removed to the under¬ 
taking rooms of Eugene W. Pratt.

STREET RAILWAYS 

comparatively near future if the roads 
arc to be continued to run. 

( can imagine that you arc asking 
yourselves, as others would naturally 
do, why is *t with the showing that the 
street railways are making in the State 
of Massachusetts, that investors in the 
past have invested their money in them. 
There is probably no question but what ! 
street railways in this State have done 
more to develop the territories served 
by them than any other enterprise, and 
it is equally true that there is no enter¬ 
prise that has been as unprofitable to 
(he investors. 

The street railways have enabled cit¬ 
izens working in the City to live in the 
outlying districts and go to and from 
their work, thereby bettering the health 
of the community at large and improv¬ 
ing tlu- .situation of the outlying towns. 

The reason that investors in the past 
have invested their money in these rail¬ 
way companies is that when these roads 
were built they had in a number of 
cases higher rates of fare, and in all 
eases very much less operating expen- 

!n certain cases on the.-e roads the 
fare has been reduced just one-half. 
This, of course, would naturally de¬ 
crease the gross receipts of the company 
So doing. 

Also at the time thesfc toads were 
built, material and labor were far 
cheaper than they are today. The ma¬ 
terial used in the construction and 
maintenance of railway properties today 
has increased during the past five years- 
from 23 per cent to 75 per cent. Latar 
has also increased. 

When these properties were first con¬ 
ducted the rails, ties, overhead con¬ 
traction and equipment were, of course, 
all new and the expense of maintenance 
wns comparatively small. 

These properties are, however, con¬ 
tinually growing older day by day and 
the expense of replacement of all parts 
which enter into the operation of the 
cars are constantly increasing in propor- 

It has been our earnest endeavor to 

In addition to this all municipalities 
in which a railway company desired a 
location a few years ago believed it en¬ 
tirely proper to impose upon the com¬ 
pany obligations, necessitating the ex¬ 
penditure of large -tints of money for 
widening, rebuilding and paving of 
highways, building »*1 stone walls, etc.. 
and also very extensive high grade con¬ 
struction. 

All of these construction expenses 
were necessarily and properly capital¬ 
ized, and the burdens originally placed 
upon the railway companies are now be 
ing fell by the public which is true in 
all such cases. 


The expense of construction per mile 
of track in this territory is very much 
in excess of that in the West where the 
restrictions and conditions with regard 
to the type of construction arc far from 
being as severe as they arc in Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

I believe the public will agree with me 
that the equipment and roadbed of these 
properties, as a whole, arc considerably 
above the average found in the state, 
out an attendance of several hundred 
properly maintain all construction and 
equipment, believing that it was sui¬ 
cidal to allow cither fo go to pieces, 
knowing positively that it was cheaper 
to properly maintain the properties in 
A No. 1 condition than to allow them to 
rapidly and materially depredate 
through lack of attention, and thereby 
require complete rebuilding of roadbed 
and overhead line and purchase of new 
equipment at the end of a comparatively 
short period. 

It was believed a few years ago that 
money invested in Street Railway prop¬ 
erties was well invested, but the situa¬ 
tion is such today that it is evident to 
all that such judgment was erroneous, 
and street railway companies are so sit¬ 
uated today that it is a practical im¬ 
possibility to secure additional capital. 

Unless a railway company can at least 
meet its operating expenses it must se¬ 
cure money from other sources, and with 
the present showing of these companies 
it is practically impossible to secure 
such funds. 

The State Board of Railroad Commis¬ 
sioners have signified their policy with 
regard to street railway properties in this 
state, which is. that those having in¬ 
vested. legitimately, money in street 
railway properties are entitled to a rea¬ 
sonable return on such investment.

than any other human undertaking, and 
faults are bound to crop out once in a 
while. What> makes telephone "trouble” 
a particularly difficult thing for the com¬ 
pany to deal with, though, is that in very 
many cases there is no way of knowing 
that it exists until it is reported by the 
-telephone user who runs against it. 

The mechanical equipment and out¬ 
side plant of the telephone system is ex¬ 
tremely intricate nnd sensitive. The 
switchboard and its accompanying ap¬ 
paratus in the central office contain hun¬ 
dreds., anti, in larger exchanges, thous¬ 
ands of miles of wire; there are thous¬ 
ands, and, in the bigger type of modern 
equipment, millions of soldered connec¬ 
tions; each circuit has anywhere from a 
dozen to 500 or 600 ramifications; and 
some of the auxiliary mechanisms are 
extremely delicate in adjustment. Most 
troubles arise somewhere in this maze of 
equipment—which is fortunate, in one 
way, because a great majority of them 
are thus detected and remedied not only 
without inconveniencing the subscriber, 
but without his even knowing that they 
ever occurred. But some of them, as has 
been said, cannot very well be discov¬ 
ered by any one but the telephone user, 
since‘they may appear to the operator 
simply as a subscriber’s failure to ans¬ 
wer or. if they affect the signaling de¬ 
vices, for instance, may not appear to 
hear at all. 

The sturdy looking pole lines and 
solidly built undergrounl system would 
not seem, perhaps, to offer many chances 
for "troubte.” As a matter of fact, 
though, they necessarily have many vul¬ 
nerable points. Every time the limb of a 
tree, or any stray object that may have 
been caught in the foliage, touches a tel¬ 
ephone wire it interferes with transmit-

sion; nnd if the interference is sufficient 
it absolutely cuts off service for the time 
being. Yet with the restrictions many 
towns and cities place on trimming trees 
this difficulty is unavoidable. 

Though cables arc naturally less sus¬ 
ceptible to interference than open wire, 
still they cannot be absolutely protected 
whether they are overhead or under¬ 
ground. If the lead sheath of a cable is 
pierced by a hole no bigger than a pin 
would make, and moisture gets in, the 
whole bunch of wires enclosed, which 
may number from a dozen to 1200, will 
be put out of business sooner or later. 
The curiosity of squirrels and rats, the 
carelessness of laborers working on 
other underground construction—indeed, 
a score of unprevcntable causes—may 
instantly ruin a telephone cable contain¬ 
ing a large number of circuits. Resides, 
here and there cables must be brought 
to points, and the junctions in cable 
boxes on pole lines or in conduit man¬ 
holes afford other opportunities for 
things going wrong. 

This gives an idea of a few—a very 
few—of the chances for trouble in a 
complicated plant of vast extent. The 
wonder is, really, that interruptions are 
as few as they are. With all the diffi¬ 
culties to be met, the telephone com¬ 
pany has so organized its work of main¬ 
tenance and repair that the records show 
that even in large telephone centres, 
where the plant is most complicated, the 
individual subscriber’s service is not in¬ 
terrupted. even momentarily, oftencr 
than once in four years on the average. 

Whenever there is "trouble” of any 
sort tile New England company, for its 
own sake as well as for the sake of its 
subscribers, is anxious to get right after 
it. The longer "trouble” exists, the more 
difficult and expensive it is to repair anil 
the greater the loss of business to the 
company. So it is a distinct favor to the 
New England company to have "trouble” 
reported promptly, and for making such 
reports the manager of any exchange 
may be called without charge from any 
subscriber's "station” or from any pub¬ 
lic pay station.

This week sees the first real work of 
the legislative session, and the commit¬ 
tee hearings are beginning to lengthen. 
The project for holding hearings after 
the Senate ami House adjourn in Ihc 
afternoon is working well while the 
calendars arc light, but it is doubtful if 
the same will be true a month or six 
weeks later. 

Newton is not much interested in the 
work of this session except in a general 
way. The writer has petitioned the 
General Court to amend the metropoli- | 
tan water act of 1895 so as to allow cit- | 
ics and towns in the district to use the j 
receipts from water for reducing the 
general tax levy. As the law now 
stands water income in the district must 
l>e used for operating expenses, for in¬ 
terest and sinking fund requirements on 
the water debt, for payment of the met- 
roplitan water assessments, for exten¬ 
sion of water mains, and then for any 
other purpose. The object of the pro¬ 
posed legislation is to eliminate the use 
of this annual water income for pur¬ 
poses of extension, and after payment 
of operating, interest, sinking fund and 
assessments, to allow the municipality 
some discretion as to the use of the bal¬ 
ance of any surplus. This is in line 
with the many suggestions regarding 
the water income of Newton which have 
appeared from time to time in the 
Graphic. 

There arc many hills referring to the 
observance of Sunday. Most of them 
authorize the selling of tec cream, soda 
water and candy by licensed common 
victuallers, druggists, newsdealers and 
others while there arc bills to allow the 
digging of clams, the taking of photo¬ 
graphs, and the holding of "sacred con¬ 
certs". The Sunday question is one 
which the great and General Court will 
have to tackle in man fashion some of 
these days, alt ho it is not yet apparent 
that the scrap will take place in 1908. 
The present unsatisfactory situation, 
with half or more of the people, know¬ 
ingly and wilfully evading or breaking 
the present laws, ought not to be tol¬ 
erated. The disrespected statutes of to¬ 
day. should be opened up in a sane and 
sensible manner, so that every citizen 
will come to respect the law of the land. 

A bill which will interest many peo¬ 
ple in this city is before the Committee 
on Agriculture and raises the dog li¬ 
cense fee to five dollars. No hearing 
has been assigned on this matter but it 
is safe to say that it will be well at¬ 
tended when held. Another license mat¬ 
ter which is of equal interest to some, 
is that doubling the fee for a marriage 
license from fifty cents to one dollar. 

A hearing was held last week bv the 
committee oil Metropolitan Affairs of 
which Representative Lothrop of this 
city is a member, on a bill to authorize 
the construction of a boulevard by the 
metropolitan park commission across 
the cities of Somerville ami Cambridge 
to connect the Middlesex Fells and the 
Charles River reservations. While the 
bill calls lor only $600,000, this amount 
is said to cover less than one-third the 
distance and that the whole expense 
would undoubtedly exceed two millions 
of dollars. With the present assess¬ 
ment for park luxuries (including that 
absurd item of $25,000 for band con¬ 
cert) Newton has hut little interest, 
save to defeat all projects adding ex¬ 
pense to the metropolitan district. This 
committee has also recommended leave 
to withdraw on the matter of widening 
the Charles River embankment, clear¬ 
ing the way for actual progress towards 
the >ubway which will be used by the 
Newton-Cottage Farm line oi cars, and 
save the tedious delays now experienced 
on Revision street, 

A proposcil amendment, to the con¬ 
stitution authorizing the appointment 
by the Governor of sheriffs, registers oi 
deeds, registers of probate and clerks 
of courts should receive the hearty sup¬ 
port of the General Court. There is but 
little need of electing these officers by 
the people, and the elimination of such 
offices from the ballot will allow the in¬ 
dividual voter to concentrate his atten- 
j lion on a sampler and shorter ballot. 
The usual projects to allow the direct 
nomination of United States senators 
and for an amendment to the United 
States con>titmiou to allow senators to 
he chosen by popular vote are before the 
committee on Federal Relations, and 
; will therefore die a natural death. So 
long as Massachusetts is represented in 
: the Senate at Washington by such men 
as Henry Cabot Lodge atui Wimhrop 
Murray Crane there will be little need 
of a popular vote on this question.

Mr. Heath Dead 

Daniel C, Heath head of the Boston 
publishing firm of D. C. Heath & Co., 
and well known in the school book pub¬ 
lishing trade throughout the country, 
died Wednesday at his home on High¬ 
land avenue, New tour ille. Mr. Heath 
had been in ill health for two months, 
but his death came as a shock to the 
family and his many friends in this city. 

Daniel Collamore Heath was born in 
Salem, Me.. Oct. 26, 1S43, a son of Dan¬ 
iel and Mila Ann (Record) Heath. He 
received his early education in Salem 
and Farmington, Me., and was prepared 
for college in the Nichols Latin school 
in Lewiston. Me. lie was graduated 
from Amherst in 1868, and in 1871 re¬ 
ceived the degree of A. M. 

For two years he was principal of the 
high school in Southboro, Mass., and in 
1870-72 was a student in the Bangor, 
(Me.) theological seminary. He then 
spent a year travelling in Europe. Up¬ 
on his return he bec.une supervisor of 
the schools in Farmington. Me., a po¬ 
sition which lie held tor a year. 

In 1874 Mr. Heath became a repre¬ 
sentative of the firm of Ginn Bros., 
publishers of school books, in Rochester, 
N. Y. lie opened a branch house for this 
firm in New York in 1S75. The follow¬ 
ing year he became a member of the 
linn, and the name was changed to 
Ginn & Heath. He sold his interest in 
the business in 1886, and came to Bos-; 
ton where he established the publishing 
house of D. C. Heath & Co., of which 
he was the head at the time of his death. 
The firm became one of the three lar¬ 
gest school book publishing houses in 
the country. 

Mr. Heath served as president of the 
Amherst alumni in 1897 and for three 
years was president of the Pine Tree 
State club of Boston. He was also a 
member of the Municipal League, the 
Twentieth century club. New England 
free trade league. University, School¬ 
masters' and Congregational clubs of 
Boston and the Reform and Aldinc clubs 
of New York. 

Mr. Heath was married to Mrs. Nel¬ 
lie (Jones) Knox of Colorado Springs. 
Jan. 6, 1881. They had four sons. Stan¬ 
ley, Arnold C., Daniel C. Jr. and War¬ 
ren Heath. 

Mr. Heath had been a resident of this 
city many years and was well known 
here. The family home was on High¬ 
land avenue, Newtonville. During his 
residence here Mr. Heath had been 
identified with the Newton club, New¬ 
ton education association and the Ka- 
tahdin club of this city. 

Tin* funeral will be held from ^ the 
Central Congregational church New¬ 
tonville, tomorrow at 2.30 P. M. and the 
burial will be in the Newton Cemetery.

Awful Results of Prohibition 


Editor of the Graphic: 

Atlanta, Ga. 

With just one week of Prohibition the 
awful results stand confronting that city 
with appalling force. Alderman W. S. 
Hancock, chairman of Street Commit¬ 
tees, announces that unless the Prohibi¬ 
tion Law is at once repealed and the sa¬ 
loons restored it will be impossible to 
carry on the street work of the city as 
it has formerly been done. 

Why is this so? Simply because At la¬ 
ta has hiterto used the prisoners in the 
stockade or city prisons to do this work. 

Eight squads of prisoners in the past 
have been kept at work on the streets. 
Now its impossible to collect a single 
squad since prohibition struck that city. 
One year ago Jan. 7th the police of At¬ 
lanta arrested seventy-two people. To¬ 
day Jan. 8th they arrested only twelve. 
That twelve was made up of four white 
men, one woman, fire negro men and 
two negro boys. Only one of the twelve 
was arrester for drunkenness, two 
for loitering, five for disorderly conduct, 
three for failing to keep to the right in 
driving across the viaduct while the re¬ 
maining one allowed minors to enter a 
bowling alley. The first sveek of January 
shows a wonderful decrease in cases 
tried before Recorder Boyle in the Police 
Court. 

Prohibition lias put 133 liquor saloons 
out of business representing from 
$750,000 to $1,000,000 capital. The brew¬ 
ery has been turned into an ice plant 
and almost every saloon leased to some 
legitimate business. The brewery build¬ 
ing is rented for same rent as the brew¬ 
ers paid while the barroom of the Pied¬ 
mont Hotel of which Governor Hoke 
Smith is part owner has been turned •• 


to an elegant coffee room. The Ktmbail 
House barroom will probably be turned 
into a fashionable restaurant. Surely 
Prohibition docs Prohibit in a Democrat¬ 
ic State too. I am glad that Newton 
knows a good thing too. W.ll.P.

The Xcw Kngland Telephone & Tel¬ 
egraph Company and the ••Southern 
Massachusetts Telephone Company have 
announced that on and after February 
1st.

The effect of this 
congestion of traffic i? to place such a 
strain on the plant and operating force 
that necessarily a large number of calls 
are lost or delayed. 

“The original object of the night rate 
was to attract toll business at a time 
when the lines were not King used to 
any great extent and when consequently 
the operating force could handle more 
calls. The result has been that the 
general practice of deferring calls until 
after six o'clock has overcrowded the 
line* and necessitated the employment 
of ,i largely increased operating force 
which can be utilized only during rudi 
hour-. A- a matter of fact in some 
* xchange- the number of calls handled 
during the early evening hours is twenty 
per c«-nt. greater than during the busiest 
hours of the morning. The effect of 
tlii- ■ ongC'tion together with the added 
difficulty of getting efficient operators 
f'-r night work is bound io have a detri¬ 
mental effect on the tv ice.

B. & A. Service 

The rooms of the Railroad Contis 
sion. 2ti Beacon street, Boston, were 
filled to over Ho wing yesterday morning, 
notwithstanding the bitter cold weather, 
with residents along the line of the 
Boston & Albany railroad, to protest 
against present conditions and particu¬ 
larly against the new schedule of the 
mail. 

Mr. Woodward Hudson, counsel of 
the B. & A. opened the case for the rail¬ 
road saying in part: 

The question is how a public service 
corporation shall operate a railroad. 
All the funds by which this operation is 
performed come from the fares and 
freights paid by the public. There is no 
other source from which they can come. 
Except such portion of these funds as 
is necessary to pay a fair dividend on 
the stock and the interest on the debt, 
the balance goes into the cost of main¬ 
tenance of the road and its appurte¬ 
nances anil the operating expenses. If 
one passenger travels at too great a 
cost, another pays the bill. If a train 
insufficiently patronized is run, it is at 
the expense of travellers on some other 
train. If a train schedule is so made 
that trains can not conform to it all 
passengers arc inconvenienced. If a 
remedy can be applied which inconven¬ 
iences a few to the great convenience of 
many, that remedy is for the greatest 
good of the greatest number. 

A new railroad time table is made 
with great care. Its test is actual use. 

The new time tabic has upon it two 
trains less from Boston to Worcester 
and Springfield; one train less from 
Springfield and Worcester to Boston; 
one train less from Boston to River¬ 
side, via the Highlands Branch; one 
train less from Riverside to Boston, via 
Highlands Branch; three trains less 
from Boston to Riverside, via the main 
line; five trains less from Riverside to 
Boston; via the main line; and two 
trains less from Boslon to Wellesley, 
via the main line. It has increased the 
running time with the view of having 
trains run on time. Additional stops 
have been made on some express trains. 
The question is how far these changes 
are justified by the reasons for which 
they were made. These reasons may 
fall into three divisions: 

1. Changes made in order to have 
trains pull out of the South Station at 
five minute intervals, to avoid delays 
which have come from more frequent 
movements. 

2. Changes made because of the 

transfer of the terminal for circuit 

trains from Boston to Riverside, to save 
congestion between South Station and 
Trinity Place. 

3. Changes made because receipts 

were falling off and it was necessary to 
decrease operating expenses. 

The first two divisions may be con¬ 
sidered together, though they should be 
kept distinct. The interference of 

trains in going in and out of the South 
Station is shown on the chart herewith 
submitted, and the rush hour between 
5 P. M. and 6 P. M. has been taken as 
a striking illustration. Any irregular¬ 
ity which disturbs these movements 
throws the whole schedule out of gear 
and inconveniences many people. Two 
things have been done to relieve this 
Mtualion. 1st. Five minute intervals 
have been.substituted for 2 or 3 minute 
intervals, so that there may be a little 
leeway, and the failure of one train to 
move exactly on time may not knock the 
next one out as well. 2nd. Much in¬ 
terference from empty cars ami trains 
moving between the yard at Exeter 
Street and the South Station and from 
light engines moving between the en¬ 
gine house at Albany Street and the 
South Station, has been done away with 
by making up circuit trains at River¬ 
side and coaling and watering their en¬ 
gines at Riverside, so that the trip is 
from Riverside to Boston and return, 
not vice versa as heretofore. The new 
schedule inconveniences a few people 
win* \vi?h to go between points on the 
Highland Brandi and points on the main 
line. It improves the accommodations 
of the large number who go to and 
from Boston. There arc about 12,000 
people who go in, ami about 12,000 who 
go out of the South Station daily on 
the B. & A. We have reason to believe 
that a large proportion of them approve 
heartily the new schedule. We hear 
more emphatically from the few who 
suffer than from the many who profit. 
Trains now run from the South Station 
to Trinity Place substantially without 
delay. Under tlic old schedule it was ' 
rare that trains ran Ktween the South 
Station and Trinity Place without being 
held up by delays to trains ahead, by 
empty drafts or engines crossing to en¬ 
gine house. Under the new schedule 
these delays occur but rarely. 

All the complaints, substantially, of 
changes under divisions one and two 
come from passengers on circuit trains. 

If it be said that the physical condi¬ 
tion at the South Station should be al¬ 
tered and improved, the answer is that 
this is a matter which is being carefully 
con side red,* hut it is a matter which 
should be done with some deliberation. 

'Phe changes which have been made 
from the necessity of retrenchment are 
of the »amc nature as arc being made 
on all railroad*, in all factories in all 
mills and by private citizens elsewhere. 
TIu- necessity of retrenchment at this 
time is too clear to require extended 
discussion. 

Xo railroad company can expect to 
go oil without criticism, ami fair and 
genuine criticism if helpful an it on- 
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able* the company to correct defects in 
the service and improve the facilities 
offered for the accommodation oi its 
patron?. But complaints should be 
made to the management and not di¬ 
rected orally at conductors. 

The Boston & Albany has lately spent 
many thousamls of dollars for new 
shops, new tracks, new engines and 
equipment, new signals and will spend 
still more in improving the road. 

Mr. L. B. Folsom, president of the 
Waban Improvement Society said that 
there were 120 families in that village, 
with about 350 using the railroad daily. 
The village was built up by the good rail 
road service, and there was no electric 
railway within a half mile. Mr. Folsom 
then compared the present schedule with 
that of 1903, showing that instead of the 
thru service given in years previous the 
new lime table now compels a wait at 
Riverside from 5 to 38 minutes on 1/ 
trains in one direction and on 20 trains 
in the other. Mr. Folsom believes the 
railroad officials were doing all they 
could with the equipment at their dis¬ 
posal. The lengthened schedule of about 
4 minutes on each train, Mr. Folsom 
figured as a loss of over 4 months a 
year on every 100 business men. The 15 
high school pupils from Waban arc now 
required to wait 12 minutes at Riverside 
in the morning, making them late to 
school and 53 minutes at Riverside on 
the way home. Mr. Folsom also said that 
the members of the Woodland Golf 
club were also greatly inconvenienced 
by the new time table. 

Mr. Amasn C. GoitUl presented a pos- 
?iblc time table which would avoid the 
waits at Riverside. Mr. Gould also said 
that land for the Circuit road was orig¬ 
inally given on the understanding that 
there was to be a circuit railroad. 

Mr. William C. Strong later corroh- 
cratcd this statement saying that he had 
paid $25(10 himself to land owners for 
land to be given the company for a right 
of way. The present arrangement is not 
a “circuit" but a "stub" railroad and Mr. 
Strong deemed it a plain breach of con¬ 
tract. 

Hon. A. R. Weed spoke of the incon¬ 
venience to visitors and employees of 
the Newton Hospital. 

Alderman B. 1\ Gray called attention 
to the impracticability of reaching the 
north side of the city during the even¬ 
ing hours. I le declared that the service 
had not been improved by the new time 
table and said that the 5.45 P. M. train 
to Newton Centre on Monday was a half 
hour late and had to push the 5.35 train 
ahead at that. He did not think the tak¬ 
ing off of trains was an advantage as it 
simply meant more cars on other trains 
for decrepit engines to pull. 

Mr. Darius CoM> lielieved that five 
years service constituted a right which 
tlie railroad cou'd not curtail, and want¬ 
ed a statute which would prevent the 
, company taking off a wholesale number 
I of trains on its circuit branch. 

| Mr. James D. Colt of Chestnut hill 
saul that relief was asked of the com¬ 
mission because nothing could be ob¬ 
tained from the company. The service 
lie declared was as bad as it ever was. 
The trains never went in on time or out 
oil time. He suggested, without any hope 
that it would be adopted, tbat a slight 
change of time about 8 A. M. on the in¬ 
ward trains from Chestnut hill would be 
a convenience to many and asked that 
the 9.45 P. M. and 10.45 P. M. trains be 
delayed fifteen minutes. 

Mr. Clias. II. Jones of Wellesley made 
an inieroting speech full of the trials 
and tribulations of the residents of that 
town and brought down the house with 
the statement that the Central manage¬ 
ment was trying to run the B. & A. as 
a "correspondence school from New 
York." lie believed the cancellation of 
the lease to he the sole remedy. 

Mr. A. J. Minnie of Xevvtonville told 
of personal experiences to show that 
present schedule? are not King main¬ 
tained. lie said the attendance at the 
hearing was hut a straw to show how 
the wind was blowing, and continued 
"The wind is blowing all right.” 

Mr. W. M. Noble of Newton Centre 
said that in the old days you could set 
your watch when the train pulled out of 
the station, but now the women were 
tired of having dinner ready for men 
who came home on the B. & A. 11c be¬ 
lieved that outside of Mr. Van Etlen 
the officials had always tried to do their 
best. He thought the underlying trouble 
was the attempt to make the B. & A. 
pay the rent under its lease. lie called 
attention to the terminal trouble? where¬ 
by the storage of cars was at Exeter 
s treet, and the fact that the mail a ml ex¬ 
press business all had to cross the H. & 
A. tracks, lie wanted a rearrangement 
• •f the terminal and the electriiieamni oi 
tlu* circuit, anti asked the commission to 
invite the influential directors to come 
before them and outline their policy 
towards the 1$. & A.

It Was the Means of Bringing a Mur* 
dsrer to Justice. 

Scraps of paper have on several oc¬ 
casions been the means of throwing n 
light on some of the greatest criminal 
mysteries of modern times. Hod It 
not been for the minutest scrap of 
tissue paper It Is quite possible that 
the notorious Franz Muller would tmvo 
remained a free man to the end of his 
days. 

After foully murdering n Mr. Briggs 
In a railway carriage on the North 
London lino Muller made off with Ills 
victim’s hat. When caught several 
months Inter n top lint declared to be 
Mr. Briggs* was found hi Ids posses¬ 
sion. Its shape, however, had been 
considerably altered, ami Muller In¬ 
sisted that the hut lmd been bought by 
bliuself. 

Was it Mr. Briggs’ hat? 

“If It Is Mr. Briggs’ lint,” said the 
hatter who supplied him, “you may 
find a piece of tissue paper in the lin¬ 
ing. Mr. Briggs* lint was too large for 
him, so 1 put the pupur In to make it 
tit.” 

When the lining was turned down a 
scrap of paper which had adhered to 
the leather was discovered. Muller 
had a bigger head than Mr. Briggs and 
had therefore resolved to take the pa¬ 
per out. lie left that little bit, how¬ 
ever, sufficient to establish the Identity 
of the hat beyond all question as tbat! 
Mr. Briggs was wearing when he was 
murdered. 

This is only one Instance among 
many where lilts of paper have solved 
great mysteries.—London Auswers. 


ART OF THE ETRUSCANS. 


Mysterious People'Who Loft Trace* of 
• Remarkable Civilization. 

Why did the Etruscans devote their 
whole lives to the Incessant making of 
pottery until it accumulated In such 
quantities that they were compelled 
to bury It In order to keep room for 
themselves In their streets and houses? 

Then, again, there is the mystery of 
the Etruscan inscriptions. These In¬ 
scriptions are fnlrly numerous, but 
hitherto they have proved to be utter¬ 
ly undecipherable. The Etruscan Is 
the only dead language that bns defied 
Investigation. Considered ns a lan¬ 
guage. nothing could seeiu more Im¬ 
probable tlmn the hieroglyphics of the 
Egyptians, but Egyptologists can read 
them with such ease that almost any 
given series of hieroglyphics can he 
read In three or four ways by an equnl 
number of rival Egyptologists. Any 
language more utterly impossible at 
first glance than the Assyrian arrow- 
headed laugtmgc could not well be 
imagined, but there are many learned 
men who can read, write and speak ar¬ 
rowhead with facility. And yet no man 
can make the least sense of the writ¬ 
ings left by the Etruscans, although 
they are written In Roman characters. 

All that we know of the Etruscans 
seems unreasonable and preposterous. 
Naturally this mnkes them fascinating 
to every one who delights In mystery 
and the solution of puzzles.—rutuum’s 
Magazine. 


The Paper Told the Tale. 

A certain Greek adventurer some 
years ago undertook to palm off upon 
the public some false copies of the 
gospel manuscripts. Mauy learned men 
were deceived, but not Dr. Core, libra¬ 
rian of the Bodleian library at Oxford. 
How he detected the fraud was rotated 
In his own words In the Spectator: 

I never really opened the book, but 
I held It in my hand and took one page 
of It between my Auger and thumb 
while I listened to the rascal's account 
of how he found this most Interesting 
antiquity. At the end of three or four 
minutes I handed it back to him with 
the short comment, “Nineteenth cen¬ 
tury paper, my dear sir.” and he took 
It away lu a hurry and did not come 
ag{tln.

At the meeting of the Monday Club 
on J a n.^27 Miss Charlotte Price, Sec¬ 
retary ot the Massachusetts Branch of 
the Consumer’s League, spoke most en¬ 
tertainingly of the work of the League. 
Mrs. C. G. Wclhcrbcc read “The Cry 
of the Children,” by 'Mrs. Browning 
which*was very appropriate to the sub¬ 
ject that had been presented. A social 
hour with light refreshments followed. 
The Club will meet next week with Miss 
Webster on Chester street. 

The Xewton F.qual .Suffrage League 
held its regular meeting at Temple Hall, 
Xewtonville. on Friday evening, Jan. 24. 
Xotwithstanding the storm a good num¬ 
ber were present to hear Prof. Charles 
Zueblin of Chicago University speak 
upon “Representative Government versus 
Democracy.” Prof. Zueblin began by 
saying that there is no people who think 
so little to the amount of talking they 
do as the American people. There is 
much confusion in the minds of many 
between the terms representative gov¬ 
ernment and democracy. A representa¬ 
tive government is based on the old 
utilitarian philosophy, the greatest good 
of the greatest number, while democracy 
means the greatest good of all. He went 
on to say that with representative 
government we are not getting all that it 
is claimed wc are. The House of Repre¬ 
sentatives has tied itself up with rules 
until the members are powerless to 
voice the will of the people. The Sen¬ 
ate contrary to the original intent has 
liecoinc our real representative.-—there 
arc the real patriots who govern the 
country: but he would have them elected 
directly bv the people. The speaker 
then took up Lincoln’s- phrase, “Gov¬ 
ernment of the people, by the people 
and for the people” and pointed out 
where in his opinion our government 
does not meet this test. He favored the 
referendum as a means of securing the 
will of the people directly and this, 
judging hv the example of Switzerland, 
would do away with many of the pres¬ 
ent short-comings. Opportunity was 
given for questions at the close. Sev¬ 
eral selections were rendered bv Babb’s 
Mandolin and Guitar Orchestra. 

A meeting of more than passing in-, 
tercst was that held by the Boston Sec¬ 
tion Council of Jewish Women at Pot- 
ler Hall. Boston, on Saturday, January- 
11. This organization has worked for a 
long lime to better conditions relative 
to juvenile offenders who are brought 
into court and they did much in secur¬ 
ing the passage of the Juvenile Court 
law. Each year one meeting is devoted 
the consideration of the subject. At the 
meeting on Saturday Hon. Harvey II. 
Raker. Judge of the Juvenile Court, was 
the principal speaker. Judge Baker 
opened his talk by enumerating some of 
the things which the Council had done; 
among them the furnishing of a third 
probation, office—the State provides for 
hut two—and an assistant to that officer 
who shall follow up cases that have been 
placed on file, as well as many voluteer 
visitors. The work of the vounieer. he 
said, should not be entered into lightly 
nor unadvisedly; it must be persistent 
ami cannot lie done by rote. In this 
volunteer work lies a great field for the 
Council and for women’s clubs. It 
-.hould he a preventive work. The vol¬ 
unteer should constantly aim to 
strengthen the work of the court. He 
urged the women to take notice and, if 
any children are seen in places where 
they are likely to get into trouble, to re¬ 
port them to the probation officer that 
they may l»c prevented from going as¬ 
tray. As an example, he mentioned the 
children loitering around the doors of 
theatres to see the actors come and go. 
Judge Baker hopes in time by this pre¬ 
ventive work to see tlu* work of the Ju¬ 


venile Court greatly diminished. Of 
the advantages of the new system over 
the old, the Juvenile Court has time to 
do other things besides impose fines; it 
has opportunity to study into cases and 
make permanent disposition of them. 
Unusually there is much more needed 
than punishment for a single offence; 
training is needed, so for the fine is sub¬ 
stituted the oversight of the probation 
officer. The probation officer, he said, 
is the keystone of the whole system. 
The ideal probation officer combines the 
best characteristics of three professions; 
the consecration of the clergyman, the 
power to impart knowledge of the best 
teachers and the power to diagnose of 
the most successful physician. In en¬ 
larging upon ihesc points he said that 
there is needed skill in teaching, in lead¬ 
ing and in imparting information that 
belongs to the good teacher. In fact 
the probation officer is dealing with 
cases where the schools have failed. 
Then lie, the officer, must take into con¬ 
sideration whether this child is a nor¬ 
mal child mentally, must also be able 
to make a diagnosis of the character of 
the home conditions and find out, if 
possible, how much these are to blame 
for the child’s misdemeanor. Judge 
Raker then went on to speak of some 
particular cases that have come to his 
attention, lie was very modest as to 
the result of his work, for, as he said 
"Wc cannot he sure that boys arc cured 
in otic year.” 

The next speaker was Mrs. Glcli- 
dower Evans, a trustee of the Lyman 
and Industrial Schools. Mrs. Evans 
told briefly of the aims and work done 
by these schools and more in detail of 
the unique arrangement at Berlin, Mass. 
At the Industrial School at Lancaster 
the girls are taught chiefly the domestic 
arts that go to make a home, while at 
the Lyman School the boys are taught 
things that will aid them as wage earn¬ 
ers. Of boys that tire committed fully 
one-fourth arc under thirteen, while 
among girls very few arc as young. 
This fact renders different treatment 
necc’ssarv. The best results cannot be 
obtained by placing the very young boys 
where they- conic in close contact with 
older and unsually more vicious ones. 
On this account the experiment at Ber¬ 
lin was tried. A farm was purchased 
and put in charge of a man and his fam¬ 
ily. Here are sent the boys under thir¬ 
teen and their stay is from six weeks to 
six months, on an average the majority 
remain alxmt four months. They are al¬ 
lowed their freedom and romp and -play 
much the same as other normal boys. 
They are taught (o be polite and to initnl. 
When they are released they are put out 
in families; at present there are about 
fifty being I married out. Of these who 
are put out alxmt one-half go hack to 
the Lyman School. The best institu¬ 
tion, saitl Mrs, Evans, fills a niche, but 
it isn't life. At the school they are 
taught to do some thing well, where 
they arc fitted for the world, Init it isn’t 
the'world, and so they are kepi in the 
institution as short a time as possible. 
When they are put out they are super¬ 
vised by visitors, but the buys are 
watched much less carefully than the 
girls, for the difference between them 
is very great. A large part of the boys 
arc just normal boys who merely need 
to grow older to outgrown their unruly 
actions; but many of the girls are un¬ 
der normal and, therefore, arc not for¬ 
tified to resist temptation and hence 
need much more careful watching and 
guidance. The majority of the girls 
when they arc allowed to go out from 
the school are placed in families to 
housework where they are more shel¬ 
tered and less likely to go astray. 

Mr. Edward T. Hartman, Secretary 
of the Massachusetts League, spoke of 
a proposed bill which is to he presented 
to the Legislature this year providing 
for a probation commission, lie said 
that a bureau of court research was 
much needed in Boston and suggested 
that this would be good work for the 
women's organizations to take up. 

In the discussion that followed the 
Superintendent of the Lyman School 
said that there is great ignorance of the 
meaning of the neiv law and sonic ill- 
feeling toward it on the part of court 
and police officers, but that this comes 
largely from ignorance and prejudice. 
Judge Rubinstein also felt that there is 
a good deal of misunderstanding in re¬ 
gard to the new law. There arc those 
who expect a reform lo be effected in a 
very short time or it is a failure. He 
quoted certain persons who had said that 
the new court and the new law were rc- 
sponsible for the increase of crime. 
Judge Raker stated that there had been 
no increase in the first year. Forty less 
have been sent to the truant school and 
only six or eight more to Lyman School. 

At the close of the meeting the mem¬ 
bers and guests enjoyed a social hour in 
Howe Hall where light refreshments 
were served. 


Edward L. Pickard 


Among the many organizations iu the I 
community to be affected by the death 
of Mr. Rickard, perhaps none will feel 
it more than the Associated Charities, 
in which he has been sixteen years a di¬ 
rector. For the first three years of his 
service he was treasurer, and during 
that time, was always promptly on hand 
whenever his presence was needed, giv¬ 
ing to the interests of the society, the 
same alert attention that characterized 
him in all his business relation*. Fu¬ 
tile last ten years, his frequent absences 
from the city have prevented his being 
often at the meetings, hut whenever he 
did conic his strong, cheerful, cordial 
personality, and the deen and warm in¬ 
terest he took in the problems discussed, 
seemed to put new spirit into all privi¬ 
leged to meet him. Ilis generous con¬ 
tributions continued almost to the day 
of Ills death. 

hi the fullest sense of the word, he 
fulfilled the Scriptural injunction, and 
constdi'iTil the poor, ilis benefactions, 
though liberal were never casual, nor 
indiscriminate. 

One after another drops outs, and the 
ranks close up, and it sometimes seems 
that no gap is left, but those who knew 
him best, will look long and far before 
they find to fill liis place, a man so jovial 
and so clean, so generous and so just, 
so friendly and so shrewd, so full of the 
joy of life and of simple faith as Ed¬ 
ward L. Rickard.
